PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 


A correspondent sends the following items of news :— 

While the Audience Question continues to remain, so far as the 
public are aware, an open and a debatable question between the 
ambassadors and the Chinese ministers of State, foreigners here, 
who take an interest in international affairs, have their eyes con- 
stantly directed towards Peking ; and from their desire to learn 
the smallest progress which the ambassadors may have made to- 
wards a settlement, their ears are continually ie for every scra 
of diplomatic news coming from the capital Li eupe ane | 
Tientsin on the morning of the 18th h for Peking, whic 
reached at about noon on the yea a took to Ripe in 
the Ling Ying Temple, near the south gate. Hi y guard 
(originally nuwabering five-hundred, and all southern men) 
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before entering Peking took off their black cloth turbans, 
which hid their queues or tails, and let their tails hang 
down their backs—the tail being, as we all have heard, a 
-distinctive mark of the Chinese people having submitted to the 
Manchu dynasty—took off their military jackets, &c., and made 
themselves in appearance, in short, like ordinary Chinese sub- 
jects, Li Hung-chang is said (I, however, do not know this to 

the case) to be opposed to the Ambassadors obtaining audi- 
ences of the Emperor ; and, as he has lately gone to the capital 
for the express p of seeing the Emperor, the diplomatic 
corps and, I may add safely, the oe public generally, are 
naturally much interested in his Excellency’s p ings and 
language, and in the events which are at present taking place at 
the Court. 

In the Peking Gazatte of the 22nd March we read that on 
that day Li Hung-chang had his first audience ; and I have 
since heard from private sources that he has had two more audi- 
ences. The outer world do not know what were the subjects of 
conversation on these three occasions, nor will they ever know 
them authentically, We can only say that, if the Manchu high 
Officials are persuaded out of their original intention of granti 
audiences to the Ambassadors in accordance with internation 
western customs, by any adverse observations and opinions 
which Li may have possibly brought forward, they will, in the 
opinion of every thinking foreigner who wishes well to them 
and their country, commit an enormous blunder; for by refusal 
of audiences, they make all civilised nations their foes. They 
ought to know, if they are capable of comprehending the true 
state of their country’s interest, that the Manchu Dynasty re- 
quires for its future security and stability sincerely friendly re- 
lations with the t Foreign Powers; and that, in order to 

such, the Manchu high officials must establish a sincerely 

riendly diplomatic intercourse with the Ambassadors of these 

Powers now residing at Peking, such as would be carried on by 
Western Court if they were accredited to it. 

Judging from everything the public can ascertain, Westerners 
must rely chiefly on the energy and ability of the French Minis- 
ter, M. Geofroy, for bringing the Audience Question to a settle- 
ment. There is a rumour current here at present, but I trust it 
is not based on truth, that a disposition has been lately evinced 
on the part of some of the diplomatic se to discontinue urging 
the point upon the Chinese Foreign-office, and to recede from 

- the plan originally decided upon for continued pressure till the 

Feanle was gained. We understand that, owing to one of the 
leading minds of the diplomatic corps having received commands 
from his Sovereign to repair to another post, the action of the 
corps has been somewhat weakened. Hence people Lb to talk 
as if it may be put off to a future day. We trust, for the honour 
of Englishmen, that Her a eee Minister has shown no dis- 
position, in his e to the Chinese Cabinet, to yield up his 
ambassadorial rights ; for the Audience Question does not depend 
upon whether the Gladstone or the Derby Ministry is in power, 
but upon the well-known, and amongst civilised nations well re- 
cognised, right, that ambassadors must have audiences with the 
heads of the Governments they are accredited to. 

On the 25th of March a body of armed men, said to be over 
three hundred in number, who had their faces blackened and 
were otherwise disguised, and spoke Southern Chinese dialects, 
broke into the family residence of General Tsaou-kosang, situated 
in a village called Lew-yuen, lying six English miles north-west 
from Tientsin, and pillaged it, after having first barbarously 
tortured the women of the house to force them to say where the 
money and valuables of the family were hidden. 

In the Peking Gazette of 26th March current we read that the 
Le pe (Board of Magistracy) had reported to the Throne that 
Li ung cheng had shown opposition to Imperial commands 
(Wei Ling). His Majesty thereupon commanded that Li Hung- 
chang should be fined nine months’ pay of his salary. We have 
no means of ascertaining from the Gazette what the commands 
were which Li Hung-chang refused to obey ; but in any case 
they had been only communicated to him verbally, and not with 
the vermilion pencil attached. 


SHANGHAI, 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 11th 
April ; the P. and O. mail from London Feb. 21 arrived out on 
the 10th April. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald pm.

A large number of guesta, 
including the Grand Duke Alexis, H. E. M. Vlangally, and Ad- 
mirals Possiet and Feodorowski, were present. The long front 
of the Municipal Compound was brilliantly illuminated with 
jets, and a blazing star lighted the entrance to the hall. e 
ieces selected were MM. Mélesville and Dumanoir’s comedy, 
es Vieux Péchés, and the burlesque Les Rendezvous Bourgeow. 
Both were well played, the acting in the first especially calling 
forth repeated applause.

The Grand Duke left for 
agasaki on the 9th, the gunboat Sobol conveying him to Woo- 
sung, where he went on board the frigate Bogatyr. Royal

e following gentlemen have been nominated as Municipal

place on the 15th April. 

We mentioned last week that an Embassy from Japan to China 
had arrived in the Japanese men-of-war Riojokan and Tsubakan. 
Three members of the Embassy left for Tientsin on the 5th April 
by the Shanse. The Chief Ambassador, H.E. Soyesima, 
on the 9th in the Japanese corvette Tsubakan. General Legendre, 
late U. 8. Consul at Amoy, who is also attached to the mission, 
will probably leave on the 12th. 

On the 6th April a Russian sailor belonging to the Sobol, 
having a difference with a Chinese shopkeeper in Hongkew, drew 
his knife and wounded him on the back of the neck. A constable 
in plain clothes who Pes pet to be near the spot attempted to 
suppress the quarrel, and whilst so doing he was cut across the 
knuckles. The offender was eventually secured and conveyed 
to the Hongkew police-station, and from thence on board of his 
ship, where, we hear, an enquiry will be held into the affair. He 
was under the influence of liquor at the time. 

We have received the eighth annual report of the Hankow 
Medical Mission Hospital (for 1872), by Dr. E. P. Hardey. This 
Institution has two establishments—one in Hankow, another in 
Wuchang. The number of cases treated shows an increase of 
2,267 out-patients and twenty-five in-patients over the previous 

ear. But it is curious that only sixty-two of these refer to the 
uc branch ; all the remaining increase happened in Han- 
kow. The income during the year was Tls. 684.97, and the out- 
lay Tls. 450.10, leaving a balance of Tis. 234.87. The balance 
will be devoted to the purchase of instruments, of which the hos- 


pital is in need, and a larger supply of drugs to meet the 
number of patients. Dr. Haydey gives a record of medical and 
surgical cases, that have interest chiefly for medical men. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 17th April; the P. and O. mai 
from London, March 7, was received on the 14th April. The 
following items are from the China Mail :-— 


The draft of a new ordinance on the Coolie question, to be laid 
before the a Council at its next meeting, is published in 
the Gazette. This ordinance is intended to supplement the law 
in reference to the inspection and regulation of the fittings of 
ships which leave this colony in ballast, to take up Chinese emi- 
grants at other places out of British jurisdiction. The inspection 
and regulation of the fittings of ships intended for the convey- 
ance of Chinese emigrants to be embarked in this colony is 
amply dealt with by the “ Chinese Passenger Act, 1855,” as well 
as by local ordinance ; but not as regards the class of ships above 
referred to. Section 3 of ordinance 9 of 1856 provides that any 
“Chinese passenger ship” (that is, ship “carrying more than 
twenty ipso Se being natives of Asia,”) clearing for any port 
out of the colony for the purpose of commencing at such port a 
voyage of more than seven days’ duration be within the 
“Chinese Passengers Act, 1855 ;” but the vessels to which the 
present ordinance is intended to apply are those which leave this 
colony without any Chinese ngers on board, but with the 
view to the embarkation of Chinese passengers elsewhere. Such 
vessels are not “Chinese passenger ships,” within the meaning of 
the “Chinese Passengers Act, 1855,” and therefore are not sub- 
ject to its provisions. 

Captain Frahm, of the British steamer Ocean Queen, has been 
summoned by Captain Thomsett, the Harbour Master, for “a 
breach of the Chinese Passengers Act, 1855, in having left the 
port of Amoy with a greater number of passengers than the ship 
was cleared with by the Emigration Officers’ certificate at Amoy ” 
(having carried one hundred and forty-eight passengesninstead of 
one hundred). The accused was fined $100. The appeal of the 
captain of the French ship Charles Albert against a fine of $200 
inflicted by the Harbour Master, for fitting coolie barricades, has 
been dismissed with costs. Chief Justice Smale’s judgment lays 
down that the Macao coolie trade is a very aggravated form of 
the slave trade. 


News has been received from Macao that a kidnapping expe-

them. The Principe Don Carlos has been, we believe, despatched 
to their assistance, but with doubtful oko ey of success, as in 
all probability they will have been shortened by a head lo 
before succour arrives, The steamer Coguet has been place 
under arrest on account of suspected connection with the coolie 
trade. Some excitement has been caused by revelations con- 
cerning the late voyage of the coolie steamer Futchoy. 

Hayashi, Vice-Consul for Japan to Hong Kong, whose ap- 
pointment we notified some six months ago, has arrived. An 
event of such political importance should not, it seems to us, be 
altogether passed over in silence. Japanese trade with this 
colony does not indeed exist to any extent, but natives of that 
country arrive at and depart from Hong Kong nearly every 
week. Nor, after noting the wonderful strides made by the now 
emancipated empire towards a higher civilisation than it has 
hitherto known, is it safe to predict that any very long time will 
elapse before Japan sends forth emissaries of trade to the prin- 
cipal ports of Eastern Asia, and, in such a case, her local repre- 
sentative will soon find ample employment. Hayashi appears to 
be fully imbued with that spirit of po so strangely, and in 
most cases satisfactorily, manifested by the more liberal of his 
fellow-countrymen. e has not, we believe, as yet formall 
presented his credentials, but intends to make his official cal 
within a few days. 

We are glad to learn that Lieutenant M‘Hardy, R.E., the pre- 
sent Acting Shady Salen hae will not leave the colony so soon 
as was anticipated, but will probably remain in office for at least 
six months longer. 7 

Dr. Dods has been provisionally appointed Acting Colonial 
Surgeon. We are glad to find that Dr. Dods’ undoubted claims 
to at least the acting appointment have been thus recognised. 

The Gazette contains a notification of the suspension of Mr. J. 
O. Prior, second clerk of the magistracy, pending reference to the 
Secretary of State, and of the itigmniseal of Ng-a-shing, Chinese 
derk in the same department. 

Two Marwaree individuals, who were lately trading here in 
a ralaeepr have departed this life—one having died two 
weeks and the other a couple of days ago. As they professed 
the Hindoo religion, their bodies, we understand, were burned 
near the Race Course, a proceeding which must have horrified 
the Chinese. Their rigid abstinence from animal food and alco- 
holic beverages, &c., which their religion enjoined, seems to have 
subjected them, in a climate like this, to a sort of debility, under 
which they gradually sank. 

A public petition is being drawn up respecting the case of a 

lice constable named Briarly, who has been dismissed the police 

orce for refusing to submit to a medical examination, conducted, 
as is alleged, in an irregular manner. 

The Pier and Godown Company are erecting two rows of iron 
columns, each 250 feet long, on and near the outer end of the 
pier, for the purpose of erecting a shed where the French mail 
steamers will discharge. 

A rifle match has come off at Kowloon between eight officers 
of H.M. 80th Regiment and eight civilian residents, which re- 
sulted in favour of the former by 54 points. Lieut. Prior made 
Hie Right score of 45, Mr. Legge being best of the civilians 
with 43. :

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—_—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 24th 
April ; the P. and O. mail, from London March 21, arrived out 
on the 2ist April, The‘following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :— 

The principal event of the fortnight has been the failure of the 
Dutch expedition against Atchin. Accustomed to easy conquests 
over the native rulers, the Netherlands Indian Government have 
in the present instance tly under-estimated the valour and 
the strength of the ‘Abshinees ; and though they despatched an 
imposing force, consisting of some half-a-dozen men-of-war, six 
merchant steamers, and five sailing ships as transports for troops 
and provisions, conveying a force some 5,000 strong, they have 
suffered a most disastrous defeat, and have been ob to beat 
a retreat.¢2aving the Atchinese masters of the situation. 

All th circumstances connected with this expedition, from its 
inception to its close, lead to the suspicion that the policy of the 
Netherlands Indian Government was premecitatedly aggressive. 
The greatest possible secrecy was observed with regard to the 
preparations, the — of the expedition, and the policy to be 
pursued. Mr. Niewenhuyzen, Vice-President of the Java Coun- 
cil, was sent in advance to present an ultimatum to the Sultan of 
Atchin, the terms of which are not even yet made public, but 
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which, if we may jedee from the manifesto by which the Com- 
missioner declared war against that kingdom, imperatively de- 
manded that the Sultan should maintain peace aiid onder among 
the rulers of his dependencies. The Commission made their first 
demand on the 22nd March, and a second one on the 24th ; the 
Sultan made no answer, but, the manifesto says, pre for 
war. Possibly the terms of the demand, or news of the coming 
expedition, which was then well on its way, influenced him to 
this course. On the 26th March the Commissioner declared war 
against Atchin, and the men-of-war threw shells into the fortifi- 
cations on shore. 

On the 5th April the troops reached Atchin, and on the 6th 
four hundred men landed to reconnoitre, re-embarking the same 
day. On the 8th all the troops landed, and the Atchinese 
gave them battle, but after severe fighting retired within their 
stockades. The Dutch fought hard to drive them out of these 
stockades, and the ships bombarded them furiously, but they 
still held out. On the 9th a breach was made in one of the forta, 
by the shells from the ships, and the Dutch troops made a rush 
to storm, only to find it deserted. The fort had an armament of 
twelve heavy The Atchinese fought with great bravery, 
being, it is said, all dreased in white, which means prepara- 
tion for death. The Dutch troops then commenced their march 
towards the Sultan’s palace—Kraton as it is called by the natives 
—and on the 14th they attacked this place, which is strongly forti« 
fied. The Atchinese fought with desperation, and though the Dutch 
succeeded in gaining standing ground in one part of the fortifica- 
tion, they lost their commander, Major-General Kohler, who 
was shot through the breast. This was a serious blow to them 
and his loss so dispirited the troops that the Atchinese succeeded 
in driving them back to the beach, and, if we may credit the 
latest telegrams, ultimately into their ships and away from the 
place altogether. It is stated that during the attack five white 
men were seen inside the fort. .The Sultan had left for the hills 
with his wives, leaving orders to fight to the ldst. The whole 
force of the Dutch engaged was put at 3,000 soldiers and 400 
blue jackets. 

The latest telegram says the expedition is abandoned until 
autumn, the troops being sent to Deli and Padang to prevent 
any risings in these places, but that the blockade is to be con- 
tinued by the men-of-war. It will, however, probably be only 
a nominal one, and if not effective, it will most likely have to be 
raised altogether. The Atchinese under arms numbered, it is 
said, about 10,000 in the Sultan’s palace alone, while it was 
believed there were at least 20,000 more in the jungle ; it is 
asserted that all the rulers in Northern Sumatra will side with 
the Sultan and aid in his defence. The Netherlands Indian 
Government, owing to the failure of this expedition, is just now 
in a most unenviable position, and unless it perseveres in its 
determination to overcome the Atchinese, will be likely to ex- 
perience difficulty in the management of its possessions in Su- 
matra, if not in Java as well. Meanwhile, the rainy season has 
set in at Atchin, and further operations are said to be impossible 
at present. The Atchinese will probably avail of the respite to 
render their position stronger, and, being a warlike race, their 
subjugation will be a difficult and wearisome task, which will 
cost much blood and treasure. 

The time of the Legislative Council during the fortnight has 
been mainly occupied in Committee on the Courts Bill, advantage 
being taken of the presence of the two judges to get over this 
work, and the Bill is now ready for its third reading, which will 
not be till after his Excellency the Governor's return from 
Labuan. The discussions have not been very interesting. At 
the meeting on the 14th April, an extract, from a despatch of 
Earl Kimberley, was laid before the Council, insisting on the 
colony undertaking the defences his Lordship had determined 
upon, notwithetatding the resolution of that body to the con- 
trary. This despatch is to be taken into consideration when the 
sittings are resumed, and if the Secretary of State for the colonies 
insists upon ing his point of compelling the colony to un- 
dertake and maintain useless defences, he will meet with a very 
determined opposition. The duty of defending the Straits is an 
Imperial one ; it is the commerce of Great Britain, and not of 
this colony, that requires to be protected ; and further, in the 
event of a war with a European Power the proposed fortifications 
would be of no use whatever. If the Imperial Government 
requires such works, let it construct and maintain them at its own 
cost. 

In obedience to instructions from the Colonial-office his Excel- 
lency the Governor has left for Labuan in H.M.S. Thalia. It is 
supposed the object of this visit is, to ascertain the financial 
prospects of Labuan, in connection with its proposed union with 
this colony. The public here do not appear to trouble themselves 
much with the question at present, and should there be no pros- 
pect of Labuan becoming a burden upon the Straits, we do not 
imagine there will be much opposition to the scheme. But as 
Singapore ia just now very heavily burdened for the support of 
this Government, being obliged to make up for the shortcomings 
of both Penang and Malacca, it behoves the reve here to be 
very careful to ascertain that Labuan will be able to bear all its 
own expenses before the amalgamation is determined upon. 

From Penang we hear that the serious disturbances between 
the rival Chinese factions of tin miners at Laroot, which have 
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kept that territory in a state of anarchy for so many months, 
have again broken out, and that they have recommenced their 
work of plunder, robbery, and murder, without resistance from 
the Sultan or his officers, who are powerless to restore order. 
The promoters of the Penang Wharf scheme have petitioned the 
‘Legislative Council for a special Ordinance granting them the 
concessions they require, which was recently refused by the Go- 
vernor, and the residents of that settlement have prepared a me- 
morial to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, praying that 
the office of Lieutenant-Governor may not be abolished, and 
urging that, on the contrary, greater powers be given him than 
he now possesses. ; 

On the 22nd April, Mr. W. R. George, the oldest European 
resident in Singapore, died at the ripe old age of seventy-six 

ears, Mr. George was not only the oldest, but one of the most 
highly respected, members of the European community of Singa- 
pore, and during a residence here extending over more than forty 
years, had never left the place but once, and then only on a short 
visit to China. He hada large circle of friends, and his death 
will be heard of with regret by many Straits people at home. 

Singapore is just now honoured with the presence of Chang, 
the Chinese giant, who created quite a sensation in London 
some time ago. He is now making a tour of the East, and will 
next visit Java. 

The criminal session of the Supreme Court opened on the 16th 
April, and is still sitting. There have not been many cases dis- 
posed of yet, and the proceedings so far have not much public 
interest. 





CEYLON. 
[COMMUNICATED.] 

It is a matter not devoid of interest to us denizens of this 
“ utmost Indian Isle” to find a paper of the circulation and im- 
portance of the London Times Neroting two whole columns to 
the letter of a correspondeut from Colombo. It shows that, in 
spite of the perverse determination of the Western world to 
ignore our very existence, Ceylon, small though she be, has be; 
to assert herself. She may do this in a variety of ways—by her 
commerce, now amounting, in exports and imports, to ten millions 
annually ; wy her Coffee, now taking a foremost rank in the 
markets of the world, amounting to 1,000,000 cwts. per annum, 
value on the spot about £4,500,000 ; by her Cinnamon, so finely 
flavoured that it has given her the name of the “Cinnamon 
Isle,” and which article has of late been a very profitable branch 
of her commerce; by her Cocoanuts, with the hundred uses of 
their mother Palm ; by her plumbago, now in such great demand 
in Europe and America that the exports of this product of the 
earth have increased eight hundredfold within fifteen years; by her 
Tea, which is likely soon to add another to her staple exports ; by 
her Chinchona, which, although but in its infancy as a staple indus- 
try, has been so favourably reported and so highly valued in Eng- 
land that it must soon be extensively cultivated ; by her Pearls, 
which, though appearing among us at distant and uncertain in- 
tervals, “like angels’ visits, few and far between,” are yet of so 
high a value as to give the island celebrity on their account, or 
by the weight of her pulley taxation, against which the inhabit- 
ants have so justly to complain. Remarking on this last first, it 
seems curious that The Times, while devoting so large a space to 
an article from and about Ceylon, could have but he days be- 
fore published (without a word of comment or remark on the 
inconsistency, the gross injustice of the large proportion borne 
by Ceylon) the following statement, extracted from a Parliament- 


ary paper :— 

but of a million and three-quarters expended by the Impe- 
rial Government for the defence of her colonies, only £233,300 
are recovered.

So that, according to this showing, Ceylon pays back more than 
half the sum Great Britain expends on the defence of her colo- 
nies. But this is ney nits correct. It refers to what Ceylon in 
the future is expe to pay back. It has been decided to 
reduce our military forces by the disbandment of the Ceylon 
Rifle Regiment, which will make a saving to the colony of some 
£40,000. For the last seven years we have been paying for our 
military expenditure £160,000 per annum. Let no one run 
away with the impression, however, that. the Imperial Govern- 
ment, in a fit of generosity, has rebated to us £40,000 of the 
very heavy mulct of £160,000 we have hitherto borne. She 
gets her quid pro quo in the disbandment of the Rifles. And 
we still pay, and are the only British colony that does pay, the 
whole of our military expenditure. If we consider what we 
have been paying (£160,000) in comparison with the above Par- 
liamentary extract, it will be seen that Ceylon has refunded to 
the mother country two-thirds of the whole sum expended by 
the Imperial Government in the defence of all the colonies of 
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Great Britain—a state of thi most unjust to us, and which 
ought to call loudly for a remedy. 

ing back upon our position we come upon Pearls—a subject 
at present attracting considerable attention, as from a recent in- 
Benn of the banks a considerable fishery is expected to take 
place next year. But from past experience it would not do to 
reckon on this before it becomes an established fact. The banks 
have on former occasions presented as likely an appearance as 
now, and within a year they have been found quite clean—no 
trace of the bivalve remaining, nor any mode of accounting for 
its sudden disappearance. Since the British occupation of the 
island in 1796 there have been several courses of fisheries, some- 
times following each other in regular succession for several y: 
again disappearing during longer or shorter periods, an 
aap, for one or more years at considerable in- 
tervals, ‘or instance, from 1796 to 1809 there were an- 
nual fisheries, aggregating to Government (for the fishery is a 
Government monopoly) during the fourteen years £517,000, or 
an average of about £36,000 per annum—a nice little addition to 
an ordinary revenue. Then there was a lapse of five years ; but 
in 1814 and 1815 there were two fisheries, followed by a hiatus 
till 1820, when there was another successful fishery—the result 
of this group of three fisheries being £90,000. The next series 
began in 1828, from which year till 1837 £227,000 worth of these 
treasures were drawn from the deep to fill the Government 
coffers. Thence, however, was the longest hiatus in our time. 
The next was in 1856, and from that year to 1860 there were 
three fisheries, netting £117,000. But perhaps the most success- 
ful fishery of the whole that occurred in one season since the 
island’s occupation by the British was the next and last, when, in 
1863, the Government realised by that season’s fishery no less a 
sum than £51,000. Altogether upwards of a million of money 
have been derived from our Ceylon pearl fisheries during the 
British occupation of this island—a source of revenue of no mean 
order—and were it not so fickle it might be periodically reckoned 
on as a considerable aid to the island’s prosperity. As it is, we 
must be satisfied, in the absence of more certain scientific know- 
ledge of the life and habits of this eccentric bivalve, to seize the 
opportunity as it passes and make our best of it. 

Tt has often been asserted that the indigenous population of 
this island is decreasing, like that of most half civilised coun- 
tries. But this does not seem warranted by the late census, 
which is perhaps the only one taken in our time bearing any ap- 
proach to accuracy. By it (taken in March 1871) the population 
was stated at 2,406,262, of which were males 1,286,000, females

IMPORTS. 

YoxouaMa.—Business, with the exception of a fair demand for Gre 
Shirtings, had been almost at a standstill, and quotations were nominal. 
Grey Shirtings were quoted :—7 lbs., 38} yards 39 in., $2.25 to 2.274 ; 
8 Ibs., 44-45 in., $2.524 to $2.55; 8 Ibs, 4 to 8 lbs, 6 ditto 39 in, 
$2.524 to 2.624 ; 9 lbs., ditto 44 in., $2.95 to $3.00 per piece. 

Crcroo.—Messrs. Wilson, Cornalie, and Co.'s circular says :—Since 
date of our last circular communication between Shanghai, this, and 
Tientsin has been resumed by the regular steamers running on the line, 
and a large quantity of Piece Goods has been received by them, a fair 
amount of which has changed hands, though rates obtained do not as 
yet show any rise on our previous quotations, and we fear now, from 
the amount of stock in the place and the supplies that are due, that 
there is little chance of an immediate improvement. In Woollens 
there is not much doing ; Camlets are reduced in stock, and Scarlet 8.8, 
are wanted ; Long Ells and Lastings are neglected. Metals: A few 
trifling sales continue to be made, but notwithstanding the advance 
that has been established at Shanghai and elsewhere, we are as yet 
unable to report any change in quotations. 

Hanxow.—Business had again been disappointing, as not only had 
the demand been small, but prices for most descriptions of Plain Cotton 
showed a considerable reduction. This had arisen from less encourag- 
ing advices from Shanghai, together with the absence of any real demand 
beyond local requirements. 

SHanauat.—There had been a very quiet interval, transact#ms having 
been on a most limited scale, and the trade evidently satisfyihg its im- 
mediate wants from second hands. The advices from the river ports 
were not encouraging, and the market at Tientsin was in an unfavour- 
able position. Shirtings had attracted most attention, and had at one 
time advanced slightly in price, but the improvement had been lost and 
the market closed quiet. T-Cloths: Best makes had been asked for, 


but the offers made had resulted in little business. Common, 6 and 7. 
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oa age were rather weaker, and quotations more or less nominal. 
ills : Increasing supplies had caused a decline in this fabric, and the 
value of the best quality was not more than Tls. 2.8.0. Fancy Goods : 
-Byed Brocades, Damasks and Chintzes, were firm, and 26-in. Velveteen 
being in small stock showed some improvement. Velvets, on the other 
hand, were again weaker, a small business had been done on a parity of 
Tls, 0.2.0 for best. Woollens had been almost entirely neglected, and 
a geceral decline had taken place. In Metals and Coals ‘scarcely any- 
thing had been done. 

Canton.—Lead was not in any demand, and was quoted $7.40 to 
$7.45 for W. B. and $7.20 to $7.85 per picul forinferior brands. Quick- 
silver had been in request, and sales could be made at $114 to $115 
per picul, Hong Kong terms. 

Batavia.—Business in cotton’ manufactures continued exceedingly 
quiet. Now and again there had been indications of a better demand 
for a few leading articles, but as already advised no real improvement 
could be established till after the Rice harvest with which a large pro- 
portion of the natives in this neighbourhood were occupied. 

Hone Kona.—Besides the mail steamers, the arrivals of cargoes had 
been rather heavy, comprising those of the S.S. Quang Se, Hankin, 
Hector, Agamemnon, Drummond Castle, and ship Undine. There had 
been a very quiet market during the fortnight, and while holders in 
most cases were firm, dealers confined their purchases to their mast 
pressing requirements. Advices from the north reported dulness and 
stagnation in all classes of goods. Cotton Yarn, 16/24s, in small stock 
and fair inquiry ; good chops readily saleable, but common are not 
asked for; quotations 50c. to $1 per bale higher; 28/328, common 
chops, in good supply, and prices given way $1 per bale ; 38/248 were 
in no demand, and although stocks were small, prices had not been 
maintained. Grey Shirtings. 7 Ibs. in small stock, and there were 
several shipments “to arrive” on the market with no buyers ; 8.4 Ibs. 
a very limited business done in this weight, and price again turned in 
favour of buyers ; 9 to 10 lbs. declined 5c. per piece, small inquiry but 
few sellers. White Shirtings quite neglected, quotations 5c. lower all 
round. White Irishes did not attract attention. T-Cloths unchanged 
in value ; 6 Ibs. common in small supply, but there was little inquiry 
for them ; 7 lbs. had met with more attention, but the demand ap- 
peared to be satisfied for the present, and at the close they were diff. 
cult to move ; 6 lbs. Mexican not asked for ; 7 lbs., lower qualities sale- 
able at $1.90 to 2, but better makes very difficult to move, and $2.074 
to $2.12} were almost nominal quotations for very finest goods ; 8 Ibs. 
very quiet. Grey drills are somewhat firmer, Jeans lower, and Sheet- 
ings nominally the same. Fancy Goods: White Spots and Brocades in 
small stock, and quite out of demand. Dyed Spots and Brocades nomi- 
nally unchanged. Dyed Damask not asked for. Turkey Red Cambrics, 
2} to 3 lbs, neglected, 8 to 34 Ibs. improved 5c. per piece, and in small 
stock. Chintzes, assorted, a little dearer. Handkerchiefs had given 
way Ic. per doz. Velvet and Velveteens out of season. Woollens very 
quiet, 

Srncapore.— Messrs. Boustead’s Circular reports that a rather larger 
business had been done in piece-goods during the fortnight, without 
any change of importance in prices. Grey Shirtings, 8 lbs., had been 
in fair inquiry, and stocks being low holders were firmer ; 6 lbs. scarce, 
and full prices demanded. T-Cloths, 6 lbs., had met with some request 
and considerable clearances were reported ; 5 lbs. had been taken toa 
small extent, but all other weights had been dull. 40's Grey Yarn of 
new arrival had been taken principally at $129 to 130, but holders were 
offering to sell at $128 at the close; other numbers very unsaleable. 
White Shirtings, a small business done in medium counts, and fine 

ualities in moderate supply and in good request. Little inquiry for 

‘ancy Cottons. Woollens in limited stock, and only small sales 
effected. Beyond one sale of Nail Rods nothing had been done in iron ; 
supplies {n second hands were light, and holders continued firm. Yel- 
low Metal, sales trifling, but showed no decline in price. Copper Sheath- 
ing, stocks light, traneactions very small. Lead without improvement, 
stocks of L.B. brand in few hands, and extreme prices asked, which 
dealers would not pay, demand being very limited. Coals: Consumers 
at the moment not in want of supplies, and no transactions effected ; 
prices of both West Hartley and Cardiff are somewhut weaker. 

Prnanc.—There had been a very dull market ; business had been 
confined simply to purchases for local requirements, which were small. 
Quotations remained unchanged. Supplies of Piece Goods had been 
moderate. Grey Shirtings: 6]bs. in good demand at $39, no stock ; 
7 Tbe. in very fair inquiry ; sales of ordinary at $44, and of better 
classes at $44.50 to 45; usual quality 8} lbs. at $514, better goods $52 
to 524; 9 Ibs. in rather less demand at a slight decline, small trans- 
actions at $594. Grey T-Cloths: Not much inquired for, 5 Ibs. almost 
out of stock, and saleable at $26 to 26} ; 6 lbs. sold to a moderate ex- 
tent at $324, and 7 Ibs. at $364; no sales of Mexicans reported.

Yoxouama.—As usual at thistime of the year very little business 
had been doing in this market ; about 400 piculs had been settled for 
California at rather easier rates.

Regarding preparations for the coming 
an inturmation was as yet very ciaagre and danreliahie, but there 
seemed every prospect of diminished competition in the country, as 
the number of Hongs to be opened was said to be considerably jees 
than lust year. 

Canton.—Nothing had been done in old season's Tea, and stocks re- 
mained at 2,000 packages Canton District Congou, 4,000 boxes Scented 
Orange Pekoe, 20,000 boxes Scented Caper, 7,000 boxes Gunpowder, 
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1,000 boxes Young Hygon, and 1,000 boxes Imperial. A number of 
shipments of new seagon’s new make Congous (chiefly contract Teas) 
had been made, but with the exception of about 500 boxes, the terms 
had not transpired. A few musters had been shown with the view to 
ascertaining the ideas of buyers, but the prices offered had not been 
such as to induce the teamen to make purchases. Chinese reported 
rather unfavourably of the appearance of recent arrivals, but the wea- 
ther having become more seasonable subsequent receipts will doubtless 
be better.

YoxouamMa.—The market had been very quiet, and only a limited 
business had been done ; dealers had in some instances accepted a slight 
concession for Taysaam sorts, but for Hanks prices remained as last 
quoted. Settlements amounted to 450 bales, some portion on native 
account ; arrivals :had fallen off, and the unsold stock was reduced to 
1,800 bales. Total of settlements to date 12,100 bales. 

SHancHal.—Supplies having almost ceased, the season may be said 
to be nearly finished. The few transactions which had taken place had 
been confined mainly to Re-reels and Yellow Silks, with small settle- 
ments on native account. Prices generally had ruled lower, but in the 
existing irregular state of the market no reliable quotations could be 
given. A parcel of “ Blue Elephants” had been sold at Tis, 445. Set- 
tlements for the fortnight, Chinas 400 bales. Total settlements since 
Ist June, 55,500 bales, against 1872, 49, 400 bales ; 1871, 38,000 bales. 
Comparative unsold stock on this market 9th April, 1873, 400 bales ; 
1872, 200 bales ; 1871, 400 bales. 

Caxton.—There had been little alteration in the position of the 
market. Prices had somewhat declined, transactions however had been 
of a trifling nature. No. 4 Tsatlee was nominally worth $440 per picul, 
or 17s. 2d. per Ib., while last London telegram quoted that quality 15s. 
6d. per lb. Settlements for the outgoing mail nil. Holders evinced 
more desire than formerly to get rid of stock, but foreigners were shy 
of dealing in the face of continued unsatisfactory accounts of the home 
market. Nothing could yet be predicted regarding the coming crop, 
the weather had been favourable for the growth of the mulbery leaves, 
which were said to be plentiful.

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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, May 21. 

It was decidedly Black Tueeday yesterday ; the First Chamber out- 
voted the request for a credit to provide Flushing with a dry-dock ; 
secondly, the Second Chamber rejected the Judicial Reorganisation 
Bill, by 39 to 37 votes, after having spent several weeks in a most tire- 
some debate on the measure ; and last, but not least, we were surprised 
by a Singapore telegram from Reuter’s Office containing a rumour that 
10,000 Bataks and Chinese were advancing upon Deli. If this rumour 
proves to be true, for nothing is officially known there about here, then 
we must prepare ourselves for a long war, and heavy reinforcements 
must be despatched to Java. I need not say that this telegram has 
made a very painful impression, and I shall be much astonished if this 
turn of affairs does not have an unfavourable influence on the position 
of the Ministry. Within a few days the debate will be opened in the 
Second Chamber on the Bill, asking a credit of no less a sum than five 
and a half millions, to carry on the war with Atchin, and, notwith- 
standing that the majority in the Sections were of opinion that no 
question of want of confidence ought to be brought forward at the 
present time, and that they are not in possession of sufficient informa- 
tion to judge of the course pursued by the Ministers in this matter, I 
shall be surprised if the Opposition does not make some political capital 
out of this state of things. It is, indeed, too good a chance for our Con- 
servatives to let slip now that the elections are at hand, and it is tolerably 
certain that they will be assisted by some malcontent Liberals, in the 
first place by Mr. de Roo, who has joined the front rank of the Opposi- 
tion, because, it is said, the Minister of the War Department declined 
to appoint him chief of the Topographical-office, a post for which he had 
asked. It is to be hoped, for the honour of Mr. de Roo, that this ramour 
will prove unfounded, but his very hostile behaviour has created much 
astonishment, and leads to the supposition that he is prompted by some 
arriére pensée. That the échec which we have undergone in Atchin will 
* be made political capital of in the forthcoming election, when half the 
Chamber must be renewed or re-elected, is stated by a well-informed 
correspondent of the clerical paper I’ Univers. There are, moreover, 
other signs that the election struggle will be very sharp, and the ques- 
tion is whether we shall be able to maintain a Liberal majority. 

Our money market is in a somewhat critical position. The minimum 
rate of discount of the Netherlands Bank has again been raised one-half 
per cent., the last weekly account being anything but satisfactory. 
The Bourse is, of course, under the influence of the panic at Vienna. 
Transactions have been of very little importance, there being an entire 
absence of speculative demand. The Netherlands Bank announces a 
dividend for the year 1872 of 20 per cent. The shareholders ought to 
be content, even those who bought their shares at the enormous pre- 
mium of about 300 per cent. The Amsterdam Steamship Company 
has brought forward a loan of five millions in order to build steamers 
to run between Hollandand America. That this loan will be subscribed 
is doubtful. It is a characteristic of the Dutchman that he gives his 
money most willingly to any risky scheme, if a high interest is pro- 
mised, but he will frequently decline a secure investment with a cer- 
tainty of five per cent. American railway speculators are well aware of 
la corde sensible of our capitalists, and have frequently profited thereby. 

The King has nearly finished his tour through the northern provinces. 
His whole voyage has been a series of dinners, festivals, concerts, &c., 
and the greatest enthusiasm has prevailed amongst the population. 
His Majesty will attend the inauguration of the memorial of the battle 
of Heiligerlee this week, and will then return to the Hague. Bad 
weather has accompanied him during the whole trip. 

The Minister of the Colonial Department has replied to the section 
report about the new treaty with the Dutch Trading Company, which 
is disapproved of by the Liberal press. The main point of the Minister's 
objection is that this treaty will not maintain the system of consign- 
ment of Java produce to Holland for sale there. There is little doubt 
but that this Bill will be approved of. The cigar makers are still on 
strike throughout the whole country, and there are but very few who 
are at work. Those on strike receive assistance from abroad, especially 
from England, and from the other workmen’s societies at home. They 
also manufacture for the Cigar-makers’ League cigars, which are offered 
for sale in the streets. To day an endeavour is being made by the 
workmen to come to an agreement with the masters, but without much 
chance of success. The masters want to introduce the livrette, and do 
away with the League, but the workmen disincline ; they consider it an 
attack upon their personal freedom. The fundamental law grants them 
the right of coalition, and this right they have never abused. Many of 
the Liberal papers have espoused the cause of the workmen. 

I regret to hear that the fine East Indiaman Jnsulinde has been 
totally lost, on her voyage from England to Java. The vessel was fully 


insured here. 
RorrerpaM, May 22. 

We are on the eve of a Ministerial crisis, The rejection of the 
Judicial Reorganisation Bill compels the Premier, Mr. de Vries, to re- 
sign, and rumours say that when the King returns from Groningen on 
the 24th inst. the Minister will present the resignation of the whole 
Cabinet. The position of the Colonial Minister is certainly most critical. 

At the meeting of shareholders of the Company Nederland Mr. 
Tegelberg was appointed manager. It was decided to build a fifth 
steamer for the Batavia line, Prince Henry having offered to supply the 
balance if the capital should be found insufficient. 

Mr. Sypesteyn has been appointed Governor of the colony of Surinam. 

A slight error occurred in a report which I gave in a recent letter of 
the extraordinary meeting of shareholders of the Netherlands India 
Trading Bank. The alteration of Art. 3 of the statutes is to be carried 
out as follows :—A head agency at Batavia is to be established, which 
will control all other branches in Java. The head agent is to be ap- 
pointed by the managers under the commissaries’ approval, whilst the 
chief officers of the branches are to be appointed by the head agency 
under the approval of the managers. Art. 5, to raise the capital to 
twelve millions, stipulates that all unappropriated shares are to be 


placed within fifteen years from the 14th July, 1863, but with the}

approbation of the board of commissaries the managers may prolong 
this term. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 
According to the general anticipations, the public sale of Coffee, held 


last week on account of the Netherlands Trading Company, has gone off 
currently, and the advance established prior to the same has, upon the 
whole, been well supported. Buyers evidently are reluctant to pay the 


present high prices; but pressing wants for immediate consumption exist, 


evidently on such an extensive scale that there is no alternative but to 
supply the same at current market rates, and the article consequently 
continues to exhibit a firm appearance. Business transactions in pro- 
duce are otherwise limited, and with the exception of Coffee, a dull 


feeling prevails for most of the leading articles. The public sales of 
Bengal Indigo held here last week were not well attended, and about 


two-thirds of the quantity put up was bought in and withdrawn, not- 


withstanding holders evinced much disposition to meet buyers at reason- 
able prices, 

TEa.—Quiet, in view of the public sale of China to take place here 
to-day. Sales have been closed at Amsterdam by private tender of 
23/4 and 134/8 cheats China Congou, ex Prins Hendrik, on secret terms. 

Suaar.—Rather more demand prevails for good sorts for export, for 
which a partial advance is obtainable. The market, which is but 
sparingly provided, has consequently assumed a firmer appearance. 

Topacco.—A good business has been done by private tender, com- 
prising about 8,000 bales. Prices are very high. 

Spices.—Importers of Nutmegs and Mace continue to supply the 
market liberally, but to effect sales lower prices are submitted to. The 
demand for Cloves has abated, and the late advance has been barely 
supported. Black Pepper continues to be held for 40c., but buyers 
keep backward. " 

Rics.—The demand remains inactive, but our market being bare of 
stock in first hands no transactions have taken place, and prices are 
merely nominal. A cargo of about 7,000 bags Bassein, afloat, per 
Brinkbar Priory, changed hands at Amsterdam. 

Cocoa-nut Orn has been in partial request, but hardly any business 
has been doing, owing to the high pretensions of holders. 

Try.—Prices continue to give way. Banca has sold for public sales 
prompt, at f.824 and f.814, and for delivery, ex the coming autumn 
sale, at f.803. The current quotations are—for Banca, public sales’ 
prompt f.80, and for delivery ex the next autumn sale f.81. 

Hrpes.—No sales have been closed from first hands. Out of 20,6388 
Java Cows and 898 Java Buffaloes, put up to tender at 
15,538 Java Cows and the parcel of Buffaloes have been adjudged. The 
prices accepted for the Java Cows range about 10c. below the late cur- 
rency. 

Drvuaes, &c.—The market is dull for all articles under this head, and 
the late excitement for Cubebs has also abated. 

TORTOISE-8SHELL.—Offers by secret tenders are invited for 14 cases 
Macassar, ex Prins Hendrik, which remained unsold, as the views of 
holders exceeded those of buyers, 





PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisson, May 10. 

The Government intends to raise another loan. In June last year 
they contracted a loan with Erlanger and Co. for the sum of £5,000,000, 
but the revenue is not sufficient to pay expenses until the end of the 
civil year—what with the floating debt, which increases, the expense of 
the army, the expedition to Angola, and other measures taken by the 
Government—so that another loan is neceasary. The Opposition party, 
through the press, has, however, denounced this proceeding of the Mi- 
nistry, and urge that the Government is not even authorised to contract 
for another loan. They say that it is necessary to wait for the opening 
of the Cortes to discuss the proposed loan ; but as the Cortes will not 
be opened until January next, the Government decline to wait, sayi 
that a law passed in 1856 gives them all the authority required. 
warm discussion has taken place in the Cabinet with reference to this 
matter, which resulted in a victory for the Government. 

The day before yesterday some Spanish emigrants who had arrived 
on board the corvette Estephanta, which is now anchored in our port, 
were transferred to the steamer Sorata, lately arrived from Montevideo, 
and sailed for Bordeaux. According to telegrams from Spain the Car- 
list insurrection is nearly at an end. However, the Government has 
continued to send forces to the frontier lines, in case our territory 
should be disturbed by Carlist incursions. Senor Gandara, Marquis of 
Sardoal and Figuerola, and Admiral Beranger, who was Minister of 
Marine in the last Cabinet of King Amadeus of Spain, are staying at 
the Hotel Central. The first number of a Republican newspaper 
published in Coimbra appeared yesterday in Lisbon. It is said that 
ita writers are students of the University in the first-named city. An- 
other journal is announced to appear in Lisbon. It will be conducted 
by some men of high rank, and is to be published at the expense of the 
Republican society. A journal of to-day says that a new Republican 
party has just been organised here, but that ths friends of the Monarch 
are averse to such a bold proceeding. On Tuesday next judgment wi 
be delivered in the case of the military men accused of taking part in 
the revolts organised by the Marquis of Angeja and the Count of Maga- 
thaes. These two noblemen are still out of the country. 

I mentioned some weeks ago that the trial of the Larmanjat engine 
had taken place on the tramway from Lisbon, halfway to Torres Vedras. 
Now I have to tell you that another engine, belonging to the same 
company, has made a trip from Lisbon to Cintra with favourable 
results. The English engineer, Mr. Anderson, is very well gatisfied 
with the construction of the line, and reports that in a few days the 
entire length to Cintra will be opened to the public. As the line runs 
upon the public road it is feared that numerous accidents will occur. 

The English Government has asked for the arrest in Lisbon of a 
jeweller named Montague Goldsmith, who is accused of forgery and 
theft. While here Goldsmith changed his hotel almost every day, and 
he intended to start for America in a few days.

THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 


(THE TIMES.) 

A discussion was brought on in the House of Commons on Friday 
night by Sir Charles Wingfield which merits more attention than it 
sueis to have received at Westminster. Sir Charles had a strong case, 
and Lord Enfield's apology for the imperfections of the Ministerial 
policy was by no means ag satisfactory as we could desire. The matter 
in debate is one in which it is too late for us to disclaim responsibility, 
even if the country wishes, as it certainly does not, to do so. England 
has revewed quite lately, and with something of her ancient ardour, 
her championship against slavery. The mission of Sir Bartle Frere to 
Zanzibar was appealed to by Lord Enfield as a proof that the Foreign- 
oftice is not indifferent to the new and subtler forms in which the Slave 
Trade, long since supposed to be crushed out, is re-appearing, We are 
quite sure that Lurd Granville is not indifferent to any injustice which 
pradent and dignitied interference might remedy, and we do not 
believe that. the Government would decline to take any reason- 
able steps for supporting such a protest. But we do not for- 
get that pressure from the outside is very often required tu set 
our Ministerial machinery at work, and even the Zanzibar mission owes 
its origin to the movement of public opinion, excited by the painful 
revelations of Dr. Livingstone’s letters and Mr. Stanley's personal story. 
We believe, therefore, that Sir Charles Wingfield was doin s good service 
in directing general attention to the disguised Slave Trade between 
China and South America, which is euphemistically termed the Coulie 
Trathic ; and we regret that the House of Commons did not show a 
keener interest. in a question which concerns the national honour. — If 
we are to go through with our self-imposed duty of suppressing the 
trade in human chattels we must act without respect of persons, and 
ahow no greater tolerance of the iniquity when it is practised or con- 
nived at by a European Power than when it is perpetrated by the petty 

sovereign of a small and semi-barbarous African State. 
The teeming population of China has in all ages cent out a stream of 
emigration to the neighbouring countries. The development of inter- 
national communication in recent years has diverted some part of this 
redundancy to regiun® where, two generations ago, a Chinaman was as 
rare a curiosity as he would be even now in an English village. The 
United States, the West Indies, the Republics of Spanish America have 
all been glad to get their share of this supply of labour ; fur, in spite 
of some moral drawbacks, the industry, the aptitude, and the moderate 
demands of the Chinese Coolie are important considerations in new 
countries where European workmen are few, unfit to cope witha tropical 
climate, and contented with nothing short of exorbitant wages. But the 
treatment which the immigrant Chinamen mect with in the diilerent 
countries which compete for their Inbour varies from a very 
high standard of humanity and equity to a depth of treacherous 
cruelty as black vs anything recorded of African slavery at its worst. In 
Australia and ths United states the Chinese come as free immigrants, 
long labour-contracts are forbidden, and the mutual advantage of the 
relations beyond employers and employed is shown by the fact that nei- 
ther in the United States nor in Australia have there been any of those 
savage risings in which the ferocity of despairing serfsavenges itself on 
the oppression that generated it. But another sort of labour traffic 
flows from China to Peru and to Cuba—a trade disgraced by horrors 
which will match with any of those which banded men so unlike in 
character as Sharp, Clarkson, and Wilberforce, in a resolute reliance 
against “the accursed thing.” The port of Macw is the great mart of 
this trade ; and we fear the Portuguese Governinent cannot be acquitted 
of gross negligence, at least, in dealing with a traftic which is notorious 
for its inhumanity. In Macao, we are told, kidnapping and crimping 
are recognised occupations ; it is the business, and a lucrative one, of a 
large number of persons to entrap the unfortunate Coolie into a long 
labour-contract with some Peruvian proprictor or Cuban planter ; there 
is an organised system of barracoons for lodging, or rather for packing, 
the victims, and of patrols for guarding them until an emigrant ship 
of the character employe: in this trade is realy to receive them. The 
Coolie knows nothing of the countries for which he is to be shipped or 
the life to which he is doomed. What sort of life awaits him in Cuba 
our Special Correspondent lately gave us the means of judging, and 
from the same source we have learnt something of the chicanery by 
which, if he survives his seven or ten years’ of bondage, he is entrapped 
into another and a compulsory contract of servitude. The law of Cuba 
provides that every Chinaman must leave the island within forty days 
from the expiration of his contracted term, or must enter into a fresh 
contract ; and Sir Charles Wingtield mentioned that out of 600 Cuolies 
who, having served their time, were waiting at a Cuban port for a ship 
to convey them home, two-thirds were seized under this law and sold 
to planters by the Spanish Government for a long term of compulsory 
nervice. In Peru the fate of the imported Coolies is even more xbomi- 
nable. They are sent to work in the guano pita on the islands which 
produce that unsavoury wealth ; they are beaten and chained, and passed 
by bargain and sale from master to master, just as the negro slaves in the 
sugar plantations of the Southern States used to be. There isa military 
force to guard them and to crush any violence to which despair may drive 
even the most patient and timid of men. Hope of escape, save by death, 
there is none ; and hence suicide is a common practice regularly estimated 
in the probable cost of the labour supply. This ghastly picture is con- 
firmed in its bold outlines and its broad colours by the sober testimony 
of the official correspondence which has been laid before Parliament. 
Few peop}e, however, who have not a special object in view, read Blue- 
books, anc it is as well that the country should be reminded what this 
Coolie trade really means, It means brutality allied with chicanery, 
trading in human lives at Macao under the flag of a civilised nation, 
with all the infamous apparatus of barracoons and guards, which was 
stamped out on the west coast of Africa years ago. It means wretched 
Chinamen dying of starvation and disease in the streets of this Portu- 
ese town, huddled in hundreds into slave ships, stifling between 
lecks in the tropics, famixhed for food or water, perishing of raging 
epidemics, taking refuge-.-if so fortunate a chance should present itself 
—in an easy death by drowning, or, finally, in despair setting fire tothe 
ship which is their tonb, and, battened down under hatches, mecting 
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| at last a terrible deliverance frowa their suTerings. 





| omissions of an independent nation ? 


Every one of these 
horrors has besn repeated many times over in the history of the Covlie 
traf: between China and Peru and Cuba; and all were united in the 
awful story of the two voyages of the Dolores Uyarte. 

But it may be said-—indeed, this was what Lord Enfield said on Fri- 
day night —* What can wedo! How can we interfere with the acts or 
How can we threaten an old 
ally like Portugal with war unless she mends her ways!’ No doubt 
there is a diffienlty in preserving a proper mean between dictatorial 
interference and a too modest tone of remunstrance, Wut surely it is the 
business of diplomatists to hit upon this happy inedium 2? We had 
precisely the sume diftliculty in our campaign against the Slave Trade 
on the West Coast of Africa, where at tirst all the European Powerk 
having interests in that Continent, and Portngal among them, where 
hostile to our efforts. We had to show that we were in earnest. 
and were firm, and though we desired to spare the susceptibilities 
of our allies, we could not afford to sacrifice to them the objects 
of our onerous mission. The same line can be adopted avain, and 
there is quite as strong a reason for adopting it in the case of the 
Coolie trade from Macao as in the case of the traffic in Nezroes from the 
Coast of Guinea, Lord Granville has already reminded the Portuguese 
Government of its duty in a despatch remarkably strong, firm, 
and trenchant in tone. The lesson, however, will bear repeating, As 
for Sir Charles Wingtield’s su sgestion, that we should give a © ioral 
support" to the Chinese Government in its endeavour to protect its 
emigrant subjects against the traftickers of Macao, it seems to us an 
amiable but slightly unmeaning commonplace. We expect nothing 
froin co-operation with the feeble, vacillating, and petulant Government 
at Peking, and we doubt the sincerity of its desire to improve the condi- 
tion of the Coolies. We are glad that Sir Rutherford Alcock praeti- 
cally surrendered the traffic in Covlies which had grown up at Hong 
Kong between 1859 and 1366, for it enables us to bring pressure to 
bear on the Portuguese without the suspicion of an interested motive. 
The centre of the traffic is at Macao, and it is by crushing it there that 
it can alone be destroyed. If we can induce the Portuguese Govern- 
ment to subject it to such stringent conditions as those which govern 
the emigration of Jabourers from British India to our own Colonies, we 
shall accomplish a task not less important fur the interest of humanity 
and for the honour of England than that on which we sent out Sir 
Bartle Frere to the East Coast of Africa. 





THE COMING TEA SEASON, 
The Produc. Markets Reriew offers the following remarks upon the 
approaching Tea Season : --- 





Very few importers, we fear, can be congratulated on the results of 
this year’s trading, for even those who have done comparatively well are 
said to have made no profit, and to have considered themselves fortunate 
in being able to close their accounts without actual loss. Those who 
have had the good fortune to escape without loss are, however, few in 
number, and are for the most part importers whose transactions have 
heen on a very limited scale. To the majority of merchants we fear 
that the season has been one of the most disastrous that has been known 
for years, as losses of from 10 to 30 per cent. on large parcels are said 
to have been common, and we have lately heard, on very good autho- 
rity, of one considerable consignment which was recently sold at a clear 
loss of 40 per cent. Some of the oldest and best known importing 
houses, who formerly were noted for the magnitude of their transactions, 
appear to have recognised the fact that prices were too high in China 
to make Tea prove a remunerative investment, and they accordingly 
reduced their dealings to the smallest possible limits, and doubtless 
have in conseqnence avoided heavy losses. There will certainly be 
plenty of warnings sent out to China during the next few weeks for 
the guidance of thore who buy for this market, and for a time it is pro- 
bable that a good deal of caution will be used, and that, as has been wit- 
nessed in some former years, there will be a vigorous struggle between the 
Chinese and English dealers regarding prices, before a large trade can be 
transacted. The quality of the Tea offered for sale is of the first im- 
portance, yet we have frequently xeen the early arrivals of a bad crop 
bought at even higher prices than were paid in seasons when the Teas 
were really fine. Last year's growth, on the whole, was indifferent, but 
this fact appears not to have been recognised soon enough ; in China. 
the prices paid were far above the intrinsic value of the Teas It will 
be a step in the right direction if buyers will condescend to pay more 
attention to quality, make, and strength, instead of haggling for the 
possession of fancy chops at exorbitant prices, the names of which not. 
one grocer in fifty understands or cares for in the slightest degree. 
With the constant increase in the quantity of Indian Tea used, the de- 
mand for high priced China Congous will probably continue to decrease, 
as is always the case in all articles of produce—an increasing consump- 
tion caused by the wants of the inany inducing a greater inquiry for 
good average kinds at reasonable prices. The consumption of fine guods 
does not, perhaps, fall off, but as they are used by the richer classes, 
whose number is limited, it does not increase, so that it becomes rela- 
tively smaller. In the Tea trade Congous of fair ordinary quality are 
of course what are chiefly wanted, and this is more the case every year. 
On the other hand, while the demand for fine Congous does not increase, 
the supply of the very common kinds has been overdone. It is evident, 
therefore, that if the Tea trade is to be reumnerative to the importens 
the largest proportion of their purchases must. be of Congous, to coat 
between 1a. 1d. and 1s. 6d. in bond in London, and the next class to cost 
between 1s. 7d. to 1s, 10d.

THE OVERLAND ROUTE FROM RANGOON 
CHINA. 

WE have received an early copy of the Memorial which 
the Associated Chambers of Commerce of the United King- 
dom have addressed to the Prime Minister in favour of 
Captain Sprye’s plan for the development of direct trade 
with the Shan States and the West of China, overland from 
Rangoon. The document is rather voluminous, containing 
more than eighty clauses, including appendix and maps. 
The following is a general résumé of the argument, which 
we hope is at length, after twenty years’ delay, likely to 
receive the attention it deserves from Her Masesty’s Go- 
vernment. It is a reproach to us that, although Great 
Britain has had commercial intercourse with China for a 
very long period, yet British goods have hitherto only been 
exported to that Empire in quantities quite disproportioned 
to its wants, because the trade has been confined to the ports 
of a distant sea-board. Shanghai, the most central and 
important of those ports, is distant by river or road 2,400 
miles from the Western frontier of China, and has no trade 
with the south-western provinces. Since 1852, however, 
that Chinese frontier has been distant less than 300 miles 
by land from the British Barman north-east frontier. 
These are facts which have been established beyond doubt 
by M. Louis DE Carne, the eminent French explorer. 

With a view of developing this short land line between 
Rangoon and Kiang-Hung on the Meikong—popularly 
known as Captain Sprye’s route—a survey was ordered by 
Her MaAsesty’s Government when the Earl of SALISBURY, 
then Lord CRANBOURN, was Secretary of State for India. 
This survey was actually completed to the length of 249 
miles, proceeding from Rangoon, and it disclosed no obstacle 
of engineering moment. The report laid before Parliament 
shows that only one tunnel of one mile in length would be re- 
quired through that portion of the line. Notwithstanding 
this favourable report, and the warm recommendation of Mr. 
Commissioner FyTcuE, after the last change of Her MAJEs- 
Ty's Ministers the survey was discontinued, and the whole 
project allowed to drop. This inconsistency was pointed 
out by several Chambers of Commerce and commercial men 
interested in seeing the survey completed. The Associa- 
tion, being convinced of the importance of the work, 
now, therefore, urge upon the Government the necessity 
of completing the task on which already so much time and 
money has been expended, and doing justice to a dis- 
coverer who seems beyond doubt to be able to add many 
millions yearly to British commerce, by the simplest and 
surest means. The action of the Associated Chambers has 
at length taken such definite f rm, and is recommended by 
a combined force, such as we should think no Government 
of a country essentially commercial can feel warranted in 
longer resisting or neglecting. Ministers must know that 
private enterprise would be altogether inadequate for such 
an undertaking ; and a brief sketch of the facts by which 
Captain SprRYE demonstrates his arguments ought to suffice 
to put the further procrastination of a great, an obvious, 
and an inevitable work, out of the question. 

Forty years ago, before the Burman provinces of Pegu 
and Martaban were annexed—when our possessions on the 
south-east side of the Bay were limited to Tennasserim— 
China was much more difficult of access. Yet even at that 
time Lord WILLIAM BENTINCK, the Governor-General of 
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India, perceived the benefit that must follow the establish-- 
ment of a route like that now proposed, and he caused a 
friendly mission to be despatched with that view under Dr. 
RICHARDSON, Assistant Commissioner. Under the govern- 
ment of Lord AUCKLAND, the same idea was pursued 
through the instrumentality of Captain, afterwards General, 
M’LEop. These explorers were satisfied that no difficulties 
would be placed in the way of the undertaking by the 
Chinese, the Siamese authorities being the only ones opposed 
to the opening up of British trade across their territory. 
At Kiang-Hung Captain M’LEopD was received in an espe- 
cially friendly manner by the Royal widow and Regent for 
her son, the young heir to the Throne, and the ministers 
and chiefs of the State, who expressed warm interest in the 
success of the mission. Captain M’LEop found the distance 
from Kiang-Tung to Kiang-Hung from 120 to 130 miles, 
which hetraversed in six days, though the road lay, accordin, 
to Shan custom, straight over intervening hills, instead o 
around and beside them. From Kiang-Tung to the Salween 
also proved about six days’ journey. The opposition of the 
Siamese authorities, however, continued ; but sixteen years 
later, in 1852, Governor-General Lord DALHOUSIE annexed 
the Burman seaboard provinces of Pegu and Martaban, 
thereby acquiring the superior port of Rangoon, and extend- 
ing British territory 230 miles nearer to Takaw, Kiang- 
Tung, Kiang-Hung, China, and the caravan road uniting 
them, which still continues to be used. This rendered it 
unnecessary to cross the Tanen-Tong-Ghee ranges, or traverse 
any part of the 435 miles of Siames-Shan territory, in order 
to reach the more friendly Burmese Shan States, and 
the West of China. The Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce perceived the advantage of the new route sv long 
back as 1862, and since that date not less than sixty memo- 
rials in favour of its establishment were addressed to 
different Ministers by various commercial bodies, but re- 
ceived little attention, though warmly recommended by so 
important an authority as Colonel—now Sir ARTHUR— 
PHAYRE, Chief Commissioner of British Burmah. The 
Government of India seems to have been chiefly responsible 
for this strange neglect, though even that Government was 
so sensible of the importance of opening up some such 
route that it despatched no less than four “little expedi- 
tions "—which were unattended with successful results. 
Now that India is under more liberal and enlightened rule 
we trust that Captain SPRYE’s route and Colonel PHayRE's 
recommendation will be rescued from the oblivion to which 
Lord CANNING’s Government temporarily consigned them. 

At the time of Captain McLrop’s expedition, railways 
were not in vogue, but in 1865 Captain Jackson Mus- 
PRATT WILLIAMS, of the Indian Staff Corps, and executive 
engineer of Rangoon, addressed an official memorandum to 
Sir CHARLES Woop, then Indian Secretary, on “ Railway 
Communication with Western China, and the intermediate 
Shan States, from the port of Rangoon,” in which Captain 
Sprye’s general views were warmly advocated, and it was 
pointed out that the precise route to be adopted between the 
Sittang and Salween rivers must depend on the result of a 
thorough survey by professional engineers. This is exactly 
what Lord DerBy’s Government took ‘up, and what, for 
some inexplicable reason, succeeding ministries have neglec- 
ted. Unfortunately Colonel PHAYRE, whose word was law 
in Burmah, at the time withdrew his support from Captain 
Sprye’s route, though he recommended the completion 
of the survey which had been so satisfactorily commenced. 
The completion of the survey found no advocate, for some 
reason unexplained, in Sir JoHN—now Lord LAWRENCE, 
the Governor-General of India, whose “ masterly inactivity” 
has passe l into a proverb. 

Captain SPRYE's project had other opponents, active and 
passive. Col. FYTCHE, on being advanced to the Chief 
Commissionership at Rangoon, to the surprise of all who 
had made a study of the subject, was found urging the re- 
opening of the long, circuitous, and disused dry-sesson cara- 
van route from Bhamo—930 miles from Rangoon, and 515 
from the British frontier. At the same time Col. FYTCHE 
expressed his wish that the railway survey by the shortest 
route (Captain SPRYE’S) should be prosecuted without delay. 
It would however be idle to recapitulate the attempts that 
have been made from time to time to reopen the question, 
though without success. Captain SPRYE'S route was tied 
up with red tape, from which we hope the time has now 
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- come for him to extricate it. Five years’ time has been 
thrown away—the results of 249 miles of survey coolly 
ignored—and (as is generally considered) the completion 
of the work was secretly stopped in the India-office. The 
Manchester and other Chimbers of Commerce, however, 
have not ceased to protest against the abandonment of the 
survey from that time to the present, when their remon- 
strance is urged with a force redoubled by the experiences 
of the last seven years. 

The route which has been put in opposition to Captain 
Sprye's—that headed by Captain SLADEN—was described 
in Parliamentary Papers with the following results, which 
seem to point conclusively to the superiority of the former 
travellers line, especially when considered in connection 
with the facts already summarised in the present article. 
For the first eight days—from Bhamo—Captain SLADEN’S 
party travelled at the rate of five miles a day, and then, 
having been attacked by brigands—or hostile tribes—was 
compelled to halt until the requisite escort was supplied by 
a Panthay chieftain. After sixty-six days’ detention the 
reduced exploring party set out again, and for the next 
fifteen days made something like six miles a-day, being 
subjected to attack and plunder by the way. It is anneces- 
sary to dwell more on this part of our subject than to state 
that, after an absence of seven and a half months, and 
having traversed a distance of 130 miles only, Captain 
SLADEN’s “ expedition” returned with the report of the 
passage of a succession of mountain ranges, which had 
been crossed by the official party, at heights varying from 
one to seven thousand feet above the level of the sea. The 
results then reported—the lawlessness of the surrounding 
tribes, and the length and difficulty of the attempted route 
—seem to place it out of all competition with the lino pre- 
viously identified with the name of Captain SpryYr

THE DOWAGER EMPRESSES IN CHINA. 

By the last mail from China we received a translation of 
the full text of the Imperial Decree issued by their Imperial 
Majesties the Dowager Empresses, announcing the accession 
to the throne of the young Emperor, and reviewing the 
general condition of the Empire. It is a curious docu- 
ment, and in one respect a most unsatisfactory one. In 
it prominent mention is made of the unsettled state of the 
southern and eastern provinces, and of the still more 
disturbed condition of the border regions of Yunnan, 
Shense, Kansuh, and Chinese Tartary; of the insuffi- 
ciency of the revenue; and of the adverse “ sequences 
of nature.” But not a reference is made to the all-im- 
laa question of the relations of China with foreign 

owers, nor is even the existence of any country beyond 
the limits of the middle kingdom hinted at. This 
assumed indifference to unpleasant subjects is not an un- 
common characteristic of Chinese mandarins, and it by no 
means indicates that such matters do not occupy their atten- 
tion. When YEH first arrived in the Hong Kong harbour 
he positively refused the invitation of the Interpreter to 
view the town from the deck, but was subsequently caught 
on his hands and knees taking a stealthy glance at the first 
English city he had ever seen, through his cabin window, 
and numberless other instances of the same kind of folly 
might be related. But while it is thus not uncommon, it 
is still an unhealthy sign. It shows a disinclination to 
meet the foreign question in a frank and friendly spirit. 

Fifteen years ago such a decree would have heen such 
only as might have been expected from the intense national 
conceit of the Chinese. The “ Foreign Devils” had then 
barely touched the hem of the Empire, and had in no wise 
modified the existing condition of the national life. It was 
easy, therefore, to ignore their presence. But how is it 
possible to do so now, when the ruins of Yuen-ning-yuen 
are plainly visible from the walls of Peking, when some 
eight or ten foreign flags proclaim the presence of as many 
Legations within the precincts of the city, when the collec- 
tion of the foreign customs revenue is in the hands of Euro- 
peans, and when foreign steamers ply for hundreds of miles 
upon the inland waters of the Empire ? Under these altered 
circumstances the marked avoidance of everything relating 
to foreigners in this Speech from the Throne, as we may al- 
most call it, cannot be only attributable to national conceit. 
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It is an ominous symptom of a determination on the part 
of the Dowager-Empresses, at least, to have as little to say 
to foreigners as need be, and to avoid as much as possible any 
public reference to their presence in China. 

The rest of the decree is quite in keeping with this 
narrow-minded policy. No mention is made of the widening 
stream of political life which is slowly but surely permeat- 
ing the length and breadth of the land. No hint is given 
that the Imperial Authoresses recognise the new phase of 
national life into which the Empire is drifting. Not a 
word of advice is given to the youthful occupier of the 
Throne as to the importance of ‘keeping pace with the 
times. Not an attempt is made to induce him to look on- 
wards and outwards. But on the contrary he is urged to 
turn his eyes resolutely backwards. To walk in the paths 
of his ancestors, and to “devote his attention to the study 
of the classics and Dynastic Histories.” When we remem- 
ber that the political shortsightedness and worldly un- 
wisdom indicated in this decree are not confined only to 
the Dowager Empresses but are shared in by ninty-nine 
mandarins out of every hundred throughout the Empire, 
we are tempted to ask whether the Chinese mind is capable 
of viewing any subject, however important, except through 
the distorted medium of their own prejudices and conceits. 


In February last Sir CHARLES WINGFIELD gave notice 
of a motion in the House of Commons on the subject of 
the Chinese Coolie Traffic, but owing to a technical form 
of the House the subject could not be brought forward. 
The motion was, however, revived on Friday eventing, and 
the discussion which ensued is reported in another column. 


THE Standard has received a telegram from a correspon- 
dent, stating that the Imperial Palace at Yedo has been 
totally destroyed by fire. No confirmatory message has, 
however, been received at REUTER’S office. 





THE statement made by a Paris newspaper, the Mémo- 
vial Diplomatique, that Germany is negotiating with Spain 
for the cession of the Philippine Islands, is contradicted 
by the Madrid official Guzette. 





THE HONG KONG POST-OFFICE. 

The annual report of the Hong Kong General Post-office, for 
1872, reminds us that, in that year, a reduction of one penny 
per half ounce was made in the postage on letters sent between 
the United Kingdom and Hong Kong by French packet—equal- 
ising the rate to thirty cents each half ounce letter, whether con- 
veyed by British or French packets. The postage on newspapers 
was alsu reduced by one penny. Under the new arrangement 
the mails from the Australian colonies and New Zealand for 
China now reach Point de Galle, after the departure of the British 
packets for Hong Kong, and therefore these mails are generally 
conveyed from Point de Galle to Hong Kong by French packet ; 
and permission has been given for the transmission of the mails 
from China, for Australia, to Point de Galle by French packet, 
on occasions when it may be desirable to do so, in order tu over- 
take the Australian mail packet before her departure from Point 
de Galle for Sydney. The postage collected in Australia on letters 
for Hong Kong, or in Hong Kong on letters for Australia-—viz., 
one shilling per half-ounce letter—now covers the whole charge, 
whether the letters are conveyed by British or French packet. 
Arrangements have been nearly completed, by which corres- 
pondence addressed to Austria and the several States of the 
Continent may be transmitted by the British mail packets he- 
tween Hong Kong, Trieste, and Alexandria, paid or unpaid. 
Hitherto prepayment to Alexandria has been compulsory. 

The loss of mails is fortunately of rare occurrence ; but, during 
the year under notice, the mails from America, for Hong Kong, 
Macao, Canton, Swatow, Amoy, Foochow, Manila, the Straits 
and India were totally lost by the burning of the United States 
mail steamer A mericu in the bay of Yokohama. 

The Money-urder Oftice between Hong Kong and the mother 
country did not realise sufticient commission to cover expenses. 
The gross revenue of 1872 shows an apparent increase over 1871 
of $9,105.87, but, as the amount uncollected at the end of 1872 
was $731.S2 less than that which was outstanding at the end of 
1871, the actual increase in 1572 was $8,374.05. Tne revenue of 
the colony increased $10,191,59, whilst the revenue of the Ln- 
perial Post-oflice decreased £2.26 33. 10d. 

The average time occupicd in conveying the mails was less in 
1872 than in 1871—the shortest period in 1872 by which a mail 
was conveyed from London to Hong Kong by British vessel was 
thirty-six days, and by French packet thirty-eight days. The 
shortest time of the return qmail trom Hong Kong to London 
was thuty-eight days by British, and thirty-six by Frenct 
steamer,

CHINA AND JAPAN GALLERIES. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.—-SECOND NOTICE). 

Tn common with most galleries in the Exhibition considerable 
progress is now observable in the departments of China and 
Japan, and the collection becomes daily more interesting—-as a 

woof of which IT may mention that the Crown Prince and 
Vries of Prussia have greatly admired Archdeacon Gray's 
eMlection—that of Japan being by far the most elegant, for 
reasons T have already given, This is no disparagement to 
China, as from the ditferent modes of procedure in making the 
display the distinction was inevitable, while beyond this the 
Jacquer ware and china of Japan are at the present day the most 
interesting and beautiful. It can be seen at a glance that the 
Japanese have entered into the matter with considerable enthu- 
siasim, and at great expense. The thousand and one curious and 
indeseribable knick-knacks show that great care and thought 
have cen bestowed by many heads and hands—- the whole 
thing being erowned by the despatch of nearly one hundred 
men to unpack and arrange under their proper classifi- 
cation all the goods contributed, as well as the garden 
and tea houses, which I noticed in my last as having been 
formally opened by the Emperor and Empress of Austria, 
The complete seclusion in which, until very recently, Japan has 
remained, has debarred its people from taking advantage of the 
progress in mechanies and industry which has been so. rapidly 
developed in other countries, Notwithstanding this disadvan- 
tage, however, considerable progress has been made, which will be 
appreciated both at home and abroad. In the list of specimens 
of industry and art sent by Japan, I might mention here silk of va- 
rious texture, tea, lacquer, porcelain, bronze, enamel, basket work 
in bamboo, paper, vegetable wax, skins, and leather, earrings in 
wood or ivory, swords, &c. The best Japanese silk is produced by 
the provinces of Iwashiro, Shinano, Kotsuke, and Tanyo, while the 
best manufactures and textures are produced in the towns of 
Kioto, Sendai, Gunnai, and in the provinces of Kotsuke and 
Tango. The best tea comes from Uji and Touchiyama, and from 
the provinces Saruga and Tizen. ‘The manufacture of lacquer 
ware is carried on in Kioto, Yedo (Tokei), Aizu, Tsugaru, Noshiro, 
and in the province of Surnga. ‘The best quality of porcelain. is 
produced in Kioto, Imari, and Kutani, and in the provinces of 
Owari and Awadyi. Bronzes are produced in Yedo (Tokei), 
Kioto, and in the provinces of Etchin and Kanga. The 
production of works of art in enamel, although a Sa ae 
tively recent introduction, is carried on largely at Yedo 
(Tokei), and in the province of Owari. The province of 
Suruga and the town of Arima are noted for their manufacture 
of bamboo basket-work. The head-quarters of the paper-making 
trade is ‘in the provinces of Mino, Echizen, Tosa, and Satsuma, 
while in nearly all the provinces of Kinshin, as well as in the 
province of Aizu, the manufacture of vegetable wax is carried on, 
In Yedo (Tukei) and at Himegi leather manufactories flourish, 
and the production of carvings, which used to be carried on in 
nearly all the provinces of Japan, is now almost exclusively con- 
fined to Yedo (Tokei). 

As regards painting, the Japanese cannot claim any particular 
credit, as their art is remarkable, not as an imitation of nature, 
but more particularly as 4 distinctive and an unique conception 
of art strictly carried out according to rule established hy their 
old masters. It is, however, very satisfactory to tind that. some 
beginning has been made in oil painting, and the few specimens 
furnished are not without merit. The specimens of raw pro- 
«luce, such as metal, precious stones, and the productions of the 
animal and vegetable kingdom, are numerous. 

The Japanese Government being desirous to promote as much 
us possible a sound knowledge of the resources of their country, 
have eagerly seized upon this opportunity of contributing their 
art, industry, and productions of the soil to the International 
Exhibition ; and to facilitate a knowledge of the principal arti- 
cles of interest they have caused a number of printed explana- 
tions to be attached to the articles in question, thus hoping that 
the productions of Japan may become more generally known, 
and lead to extensive exchanges of commodities. They also 
submit the articles of industry and art to the judgment of the 
world, hoping to gain thereby such information as will lead to 
the improvement of their industry and progress, and the material 
welfare and happiness of their people. 

The Commissioners are preparing an elaborate pamphlet, de- 
acribing the geography and general condition of Japan, illus- 
trated with photographs. This is an excellent idea, as the 

neral public in Europe require to be instructed in this respect. 

t will be on sale at the Exhibition, with a special catalogue, 
which is also under preparation. 


COCHIN CHINA.-

\ THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 

( (May 23rd.) Sir C. Wixcrrenp called the attention of the House to 
the Chinese Coolie traffic, and described the means which were used to 
inveigle the Coolies on board vessels, and the cruclty of the treatment 
to which they were subjected on the voyaze to Macao, where they were 
compelled to enter into contracts which they did not understand, and 
where they were constantly conveyed on board slave ships and put 
between decks, being allowed only to come up in syuads vf 30 a day 
for the purposes of exercise. He mentioned the cause of a vessel on 
board which there were 600 Coolies, who could only procure water by 
buying it at the rate of a dollar a enp from the sailors, adding that out 
of the 600, 207 died, 18 jumped overboard, while 50 were landed at 
Honolulu in almost a dying state. The xvie vessel, having changed 
her name to the St. Juan, again set out for Macao, under the Peruvian 
flag. and took fire: but the Cuolies were left battencd down below the 
hatches, and out of 600 all but 50 were burnt. Having referred to the 
correspondence in the Library, he found no Jess than four cases in which 
Coolies had risen and murdered the crews of the vessels, and those were 
all British ships. Of the cases which vecarred on board Peruvian and 
other ships he had no statistics. Last year a Peruvian ve-sel had been 
forced by stress of weather into Yokohama, and a Coolie jumped 
ashore and claimed the protection of the Japanese authorities ; but 
he was sent back, The matter had, however, been taken up by our 
Minister, Mr. Watsen, and the result was that the Japanese Court 
of Inquiry had sentenced the captain to receive a certain number 
vf lashes, and to be imprisoned, while the Covlies were liberated. 
Many of the slavers touched at the Cape of Good Hope on their way 
to Pern, and there was no reason why they should not be overhauled 
while there, and the condition of the Coulies on buard inquired into. 
Instances had occurred of 1,600 Covlies being kept under hatches while 
the steamer which was conveying them was couling off Table Bay, 
during which time they endured the most terrible sufferings. It had 

been stated on official authority that the Coolies were subjected to great 

cruelties on their passage, and that their death during the passage was 

frightfully high. He traced the source of the evil to the establishment 

of agencies for procuring Coolies in Macao for export to Peru and Cuba. 
The state of the Coolies in Macao was a disgrace to civilisation, and it 
had been stated that the number of their dead budies annually found 
in the streets of that town was 380, if it was not considerably - 

All the authorities in China had agreed in denouncing this traffic. The 

condition of the Coolies when they reached Cuba was that of slaves ; 

they were bought and sold publicly, they underwent corporal punish- 

ment, they were employed in the guano pits—a most disgusting and 

unhealthy labour—and in the plantations they were made to work un- 

duly ; they were ill-fed, were made to sleep at night in large barracks, 
which were guarded by soldiers, and were completely at the mercy 
of masters who were beyond the reach of the law, while all hope of 
their ever returning to their own country was cut off. In Cuba the 
condition of the Coolies was much the same, and the special corre- 
apondent of Zhe Times, in a series of letters from Cuba, had stated 
that the unfortunate Chinese in that island were not in any way to be 
distinguished from slaves. By the law of that island every Chinaman 
was bound to leave it within forty days after the expiration of his term 
of contract, or else to enter into a fresh contract. The correspondent 
of a New York paper had shown how that law worked, for out uf 60¢ 
Coolies waiting at a port for ships to convey them home, 400 were 
seized by the Spanish Government and sold to planters for a long term 
of years. Her Majesty's Government had endeavoured to persuade the 
Chinese Government that they ought to sanction an emigration of 
Coolies from China on terms resembling those on which Her Majesty's 
Government sanctioned an emigration of Coolies from India ; but there 
was no analogy between an emigration of Coolies from China and 
an emigration of Coolies from India. In the former case the Coolies 
emigrated from their own land to a foreign country, whereas in the 
latter the Coolies emigrated from a British possession to one of the 
British colonies. Last year the noble lord the Under-Secretary -for 
Foreign Affairs said, in reply to a motion that was made on this subject, 
that Her Majesty’s Government had made friendly representations to 
the Government of Portugal, and he asked what other course Yer Ma- 
jesty’s Government could take. After what had taken place it was 
mockery on the part of Lord Granville to continue to entertain confi- 
dence in the sentiments of humanity entertained by the Portuguese 
Government, and in their expressions of horror at anything like oppres- 
sion. The only way that the Portuguese Government could put an end 
to this traffic was by putting down altogether the crimpa, recruiters, and 
barracoons employed and maintained in connecticn with it. It had been 
said that they ought to direct their efforts to the place of demand rather 
| than the place of supply, but they could pretend no right to interference 





at Cuba, where, moreover, it would be useless if it were possible. What 
he asked the Government to do in the matter was to give the 
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Chinese Government such moral support as would embolden them to 
demand the suppression of the traffic. He feared it was not true that 
the evil was diminishing, for in the course of two years no less than 

00 Chinese had been sold to slavery, and a large proportion of those 
» death. Cuba, moreover, in anticipation of the abolition of slavery, 

had imported largely, and a proposal had just been submitted to the 
Peruvian Parliament that a grant of public money should be made for 
the importation of Coolie labour. His hostility to the emigration of 
Chinese was confined to this particular form of emigration, for expe- 
rience showed that when the Chinaman possessed his liberty and could 
work for himself his labour was valuable. There was a large and con- 
stant flow of emigration from China to the United States, but the dif- 
ference between the nature of this emigration and that of which he 
complained was shown by the fact that in the vessels employed for this 
service there had never been a single rising of Chinese, and the mor- 
tality was no greater than it was on land. It was said that in our 
Colonies Chinese frequently bound themselves to serve for a year in 
consideration of advances made to them, but that was a totally 
different thing from their remaining slaves for their lives, which 
they could not do in any of our Colonies. It sometimes happened 
that a few Chinese returned to their own country, and the ac- 
counts they gave of the horrors of slavery were a great cause 
of the hostility which existed to strangers settling in any of the 
cities of China for the purposes of trade. He, however, urged the 
adoption of his proposal on higher grounds than those of self-interest — 
namely, in the interests of humanity. He asserted that the traffic in 
question was slavery in every stage of its progress—in the kidnapping 
—in the voyage—in the life of slavery to which they were doomed. 
It was simply a traffic in human flesh. He trusted the Government 
would not look with indifference upon the fact that over 25,000 indivi- 
duals—a number which would soon reach 50,000—were being annually 
sold into slavery in defiance of their protest and in the face of the clear 
provisions of treaties. Slavery once stirred the heart of the people of 
this country, and if they seemed indifferent to it now it was only be- 
cause they were under the impression that, owing to the exertions of 
their ancestors, slavery had been extinguished. When they realised the 
fact that slavery existed in all its most hideous features, he had no 
doubt the people would be moved by the same generous impulses as 
their ancestors had been, and would appear in their old characters as 
the most uncompromising foes of slavery. 

Mr. S. Cave said he was glad the hon. member had not fallen into the 
common error of confounding the slave trade from Macao with emigra- 
tion from Hong Kong. It had often been erroneously assumed that 
Chinese emigration to the British West Indies had been attended by 
the same abuses as those by which the emigration from the Portuguese 
port of Macao to Cuba and Peru had been disgraced. An assumption 
more unjust to the Colonies was never made. What were the facts? 
In 1859 the Allied Commissioners arranged with the Chinese Govern- 
ment the terms under which Coolies might be engaged for the British 
Colonies, and a Government agent was sent to China to commence 
operations. At that time a strong feeling existed in China against the 
Macao emigration, and it was thought probable that a properly con- 
ducted British agency would be the means of stopping, at least to some 
extent, the unlawful practices at Macao. The British agent opened a 
depét at Hong Kong, under such regulations as to place the character 
of his transactions beyond dispute. The success of his measures was 
complete. While the authorities were proceeding with the utmost 
severity against kidnappers, the English depét was crowded with volun- 
tary applications for emigration. The contract entered into by the 
Chinese provided for a free passage to the West Indies, a service of five 
years’ agricultural labour, payment of money wages at the rate prevail- 
ing in the colony, and in addition, house, garden ground and medical 
attendance during the term of service. In order that the emigrant 
might be induced to take his family with him, the females entered into 
no obligation except to reside on the estate, and they were to 
be supplied, free of cost, with suitable lodging, medicine, and 
hospital accommodation when necessary. At the close of their five 
years’ service the emigrants were free to choose their mode of life. 
Some entered into new indentures, receiving a large bounty, others 
preferred to make their own terms with employers for service on the 
estates, others engaged in retail trade or cultivated provision grounds, 
or pursued any dicraft they might have been accustomed to in 
China, all enjoying as much real freedom and protection as they could 
have in England. Under this system emigration was carried on up to 
1866 with the concurrence of all classes, and notably of a German mis- 
sionary, who, after a voyage to Demerara and Trinidad, returned to 
China fully convinced of the advantage the Chinese would gain by emi- 
grating to those Colonies. About this time, however, Sir R. Alcock 
entered into a Convention with China, containing new and onerous con- 
ditions, the practical effect of which was to put a stop to the emigration 
to British Colonies. And it must be remembered with regard to back 
passages that the Chinese comes as a colonist, whereas the Indian Codlie, 
as arule, returned home. On the other hand, it had thrown no obstagle 
in the way of emigration from Macao. Since the closing of the British 
agency there had been increased activity at that port, and emigrants were 
still engaged in different parts of China, carried to Macao, and practically 
sold into slavery. The British West India Colonies urgently needed 
labour, and offered advantages to the Chinese at least equal to any 
other countries—advantages secured to the emigrant on the good faith 
of the British Government. He trusted there was a prospect of the 
Convention being modified so as to allow this emigration to be resumed. 
The British colonists had long felt it a great hardship and injustice 
that, while disposed to enter into and fulfil proper engagements, they 
had been debarred from obtaining labourers from this source, at the 
same time t! other countries were procuring thousands every year, 
either by evading the terms of the Convention, or entering into engage- 
ments which they did not intend to carry out. The Slave Trade Blue- 
books socently issued contained a despatch from Lord Granville to 
Mr. Layard, the British Ambassador at Madrid, referring to suggestions 
for the introduction of Coolies into Cuba from British India. It stated 
tha’ the Government “ could only consider a scheme for the introduc- 
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tion of British immigrants when slavery is absolutely abolished 
in that island, and then only under the protection of a treaty.” 
This pointed to the possibility of a Convention with Spain similar 
to those made, unfortunately, as he thought, with the French and 
Dutch. He should like to know whether any negotiations to this 
end had been commenced, or whether the question had advanced at 
all since Lord Granville’s despatch written two years ago. Now, in 
our West India Colonies the Government had thought the most strin- 
gent regulations necessary for the protection of the people, and a direct 
supervision over every detail of the system. The Immigration Agent- 
General acted in every way for the protection of the peuple ; houses of 
a specified kind must be built for them, and sufficient hospital accom- 
modation provided. Such regulations would be still more necessary in 
Cuba, where the planters had been accustomed to deal with slaves ; but, 
evidently, the British Government could not enforce such a system 
there. The case of Réunion showed that the British Consul would be 
unable to act as an efficient check, and no security would exist fur the 
proper treatment of the immigrants or for the fulfilment of the con- 
tracts. The sufferings of the Chinese in Cuba, nominally free immi- 
grants, but practically slaves, afforded a strong argument against placing 
British subjects in a similar position. He did not wish to say anything 
harsh of Spain, especially in her present difficulties ; but her extreme 
negligence, to say the least, in carrying out her various Treaty engage- 
ments respecting the slave trade, showed that she was not yet to be 
trusted in these matters, and he should be glad to hear that the idea of 
sanctioning emigration from British India to the Spanish Colonies, if 
ever seriously entertained, had been finally abandoned. 

Mr. Maontac had scarcely commenced speaking when attention was 
called to the fact that forty members were not present ; but, a quorum 
being made, he proceeded with his remarks. He thought the circum- 
stances of the Coolie trade were such that any one who had any know- 
ledge on the subject ought to address the House. He concurred in the 
inutility of a Convention with the Spanish Government, and he trusted 
a strong opinion would be expressed by the House against the emigra- 
tion from British India of any of our fellow subjects there, as there were 
in India thousands of square miles of territory which required labour. 
He entirely endorsed all that the right hon. member for Shorekam had 
said on this subject. The Chinese had been carefully provided for under ~ 
a system of rules and regulations which had been strictly and uniformly 
adhered to, and from information he had received, he could say that no 
complaint had ever been made with regard to any of the vessels on 
which they had been carried. The Coolies had returned with conaider- 
able sums of money, having received ample wages for their labour. The 
hon. member for Gravesend had referred to the Convention with China, 
but it was obviously never intended by China to be carried out. The 
edict was in force only on paper, and hence the state of things in Macao 
which he had so graphically described. The hon. member had said that 
our conduct in the past with regard to China was not calculated to in- 
spire confidence on the general subject of the prohibition of slavery. 

Sir C. WINGFIELD protested against the hon. member putting words 
in his mouth which he had never uttered. 

Mr. Maniac was pre to maintain that our conduct in regard to 
China had been particularly forbearing and worthy of being followed by 
other nations. The position of Hong Kong itself was a proof of this. 
At the present moment no charge in regard to the improper shipment 
or emigration of Coolies could be brought against any one connected 
with Hong Kong. On the other hand, he was happy to say that a 
strong community of feeling was growing up between those who resided 
at Hong Kong and the natives of China. The hon. member very much 
overrated the good will of the Chinese Government in this matter. 
That Government was content to sit by and see what occurred under 
their noses without any interference. The Government at Peking looked 
to the Governors of the various Provinces only for a certain amount of 
tribute, and if that was forthcoming, the Provincial Governors were 
allowed to govern as they pleased. Asa rule, the Chinese officials were 
the worst paid in the world, and they made their gains aa they could. 
That was the simple explanation of what occurred at Macao. The Chie 
nese Government might put a stop to these proceedings to-morrow if 
they chose to carry out their own law. Nothing was more beautiful 
than the Chinese laws on paper, but in practice nothing could be less 
effective. They were not carried out. The hon. member recommended 
that we should pursue a vigorous course ; but a vigorous course was 
often a dangerous course. The only way to deal properly with this 
horrible trade was to treat China as an independent nation, to give her 
a good example, to support her where we could do so justly, and to 
remonstrate with her when her conduct might call for remonstrance. 

Mr. R. N. Fow er said that the hon. gentleman who had just sat 
down seemed to intimate that though these proceedings were very hor- 
rible there was nobody to blame for them. His hon. friend was, no 
doubt, a great authority ; but an authority second to none in this 
country had shown in a letter to The Times that he was of a very dif- 
ferent opinion, when he asked, “ Why had all these horrors of kidnap- 
ping and slavery been allowed to continue year after year without any 
effort being made by civilised States to put an end to them?” Last 
year he himself called attention to this subject, and one of the state- 
ments which he then made was that gambling-houses were permitted 
to exist in the British colony of Hong Kong, that the Chinese, having 
lost in those houses everything that belonged to them, finally staked 
their persons, and that was one of the ways by which this horrible 
traffic was prolonged. He was sorry the right hon. gentleman the 
Under-Secretary for the Colonies (Mr. Knatchbull-Hugessen) was not 
now in his place, as he was happy to acknowledge that within the last 
twelve months Lord Kimberley had taken steps to put down that evil, 
and his principal object in rising was to thank the noble lord and his 
right hon. friend for what had been done. 

Viscount ENFIELD said he had listened to the hon. member for 
Gravesend with some surprise and perplexity, becauge throughout the 
whole of his speech there ran a vein of accusation, no’ only against the 
present Government, but against all Governments, for having been 
careless and indifferent as to the horrors of slavery. The hon. baronet 
drew a distinction between this country and the United States very 
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much to our disadvantage ; but he must have forgotten that this very 
year we were incurring great pecuniary and possibly moral sacrifices in 
carrying out the mission to Zanzibar, which had for its object the sup- 
pression of the slave trade on the East Coast of Africa, If he inter- 

ted the hon. member's speech aright, the conclusion which he would 
kave Parliament and the country come to was nothing less than a de- 
claration of waragainst Portugal. Thehon. gentleman had brought various 
accusation against former Governments in respect of the Chinese Coolie 
traffic. But what were the facts? The question of the Coolie traffic 
had attracted the attention of British Governments since 1853, and 
ever since they had endeavoured with various success to mitigate its 
horrors. But before going into the point he would join issue with the 
hon. gentleman and say that emigration and immigration of Coolies 
properly conducted was not slave trade. (Hear, hear.) He would re- 
call to the House what had been done since 1858. The British Govern- 
ment had acted consistently both alone and in concert with other 
Powers for the defence of humanity in this particular question. Briefly 
mentioned, the results of its labours were as follows :—First, the Chi- 
nese Passenger Act of 1855; then the Emigration system established 
in 1860; thirdly, the obtaining the assent of the Chinese Government 
to proper regulations in the Treaty of Tientain ; and fourthly, prohibiting 
Hong Kong from being a depot for emigration to any but British Colonies 
and in any but British ships. (Hear, hear.) The statements made with 
regard to the horrors perpetrated on board the two ships men- 
tioned by the hon. gentleman were quite correct. But when the 
cage of one of these ships, the Don Juan, formerly called Dolores Ugarte, 
was brought tothe notice of Her Majesty’s Government, Lord Granville 
wrote a despatch which conclusively proved that there was no indif- 
ference on his part to the horrors perpetrated on board that ship. 
He regretted to say that the Portuguese Government thought it their 
duty not only to defend themselves, but inferentially to attack the 
Hong Kong Government and our emigration regulations. But we had 
a complete refutation of these accusations in a despatch of Sir Richard 
MacDonnell dated January 8, 1872. The only drawback to the system 
was that the immigrants suffered from violence on the part of loafers, 
who regarded the importation of such industrious competitors with 
jealousy. Sir Charles Murdoch also confirmed the report that the 

* system had much improved under the Governor of Macao, Admiral 

de Souza. Changes had been made between 1859 and 1866 with 
regard to the regulations affecting Hong Kong. The remarks of the 
hon. member for St. Ives, speaking as he did from personal acquaint- 
ance, must have been listened to with satisfaction. Great care was 
now taken to prevent abuses, no native recruiting was allowed, the 
depéts were under strict surveillance, the emigrant ships were examined 
as regards seaworthiness, the emigrants were questioned as to their 
destination and conditions of service, and many of them returned 
home, having saved money. The House should know the character of 
these men. The writer of a private letter trom Hong Kong said :— 

“The greater part of the men obtained are either men of indifferent 
character, more or less at variance with the local authorities, who have 
been in prison or quarrelled with their parents, or are given to drink, 
and of extreme stupidity. The majority are boatmen, about a third 
being agriculturists, or men employed on shore. These men are either 
deceived by delusive promises, by threats of being split on for some 
real or fancied offence against the authorities, or are induced by a con- 
tinued round of dissipation and drink to promise anything. Many sell 
themselves to pay their gambling debts. The agents (who are natives) 
run great risks, for if found out by the authorities they get but a short 
shrift and a long rope.” 
The hon. member for Gravesend semed to think we had refused to aasist 
the Chinese Government. On the contrary, Sir Brooke Roberteon, our 
Consul-General at Canton, had acted with energy. He had observed 
large bodies of Coolies leaving Canton every morning by steamers under 
British flag for Macao. He arranged with the Viceroy to appoint officers 
to examine all Coolie passengers, and invited all who did not wish to go 
to Macao to step out and say so. On the first morning thirty availed 
themselves of this, next day nine, and others landed on subsequent 
cocasions. This happened last year. Sir Brooke Robertson had again 
acted vigorously this year. About the begimning of March several junks 
with Europeans on board were reported on the coast opposite the island 
of Hainan, and the Viceroy of Canton, at the recommendation of Her 
Majesty's Consul, sent a gunboat with orders to bring them to Canton. 
Three were captured ; the Chinese crews were delivered up to the local 
authorities, but the European captured claimed to be a Portuguese, and a 
resident proprietor at Macao. The Viceroy accordingly proposed commu- 
nicating with the Portuguese Government respecting him. In the end of 
March the Viceroy was going to despatch two more gunboats to sweep the 
coast for Macao kidnappers, of whom it was stated there were above 
twenty vessels fitted out for that purpose. The hon. member for 
Gravesend had also referred to the case of the Maria Luz. This was a 
Peruvian ship, with two hundred Coolics, and it was driven by stress 
of weather into Yokohama in July last. One Coolie, who jumped over- 
board, was taken on board Her Majesty's ship Jron Duke and handed 
over to the Japanese authoritics, but he was sent back to the Maria 
Luz, beaten, and had his pigtail cut off. Mr. Watson, the British 
Secretary of Legation, on hearing of this, paid a visit to the vessel, and, 
ascertaining that he and other Coolies were detained against their will, 
brought the matter under the notice of the Japanese authorities. After 
inquiry, the Cvuolies were liberated and sent back to China, and the 
Chinese Government had thanked Mr. Wade for the friendly inter- 
vention of the British authorities on behalf of the Coolies. The ques- 
tions arising between the Portuguese and Chinese had created some 
difficulty, but the good offices of Sir Brooke Robertson had prevented 
any serious collision between the two countries. The Portuguese 
claimed jurisdiction over Macao by right of conquest ; but the Chinese 
denied this. Some Portuguese adventurers obtained a footing there in 
1516, and in 1557 permission was granted to the Portuguese to erect 
storehouses. In 1582 a ground rent was stipulated for of about £166, 
so it seemed clear that Macao was not ceded to the Portuguese. A 
private letter received from Canton stated that— 

“ Mutual concessions might lead to Portugal being admitted as a 
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Treaty Power, and with a Minister of that nation at Peking much 
might be done to ameliorate the condition of the Coolies and rectify 
abuses.” 

The United States had lately suggested united action on the part vf 
America and Great Britain, and a reply had been made in the sense that 
we advocated Coolie emigration when properly conducted as beneficial 
to the Coolies themselves and to the countries in which they were em- 
ployed ; that all emigration under contract to places not within Her 
Majesty’s dominions was strictly forbidden from Hong Kong ; that we 
were fully alive to the evils of emigration as practised at Macao, and 
were willing to co-operate with the Governments of other countries with 
a view to put a stop to these abuses. The House would probably wish 
to know what assurance he could give as to the future action of Her 
Majesty's Government in that matter. It would be improper for him 
to indulge in any language savouring of menace towards Portugal, 
but any one who carefully and dispassionately considered all that dif- 
ferent Governments of this country had done in reference to that sub- 
ject, and how they had urged it upon the attention of the Chinese, the 
Portuguese, and other Governments, would recognise the anxiety they 
had shown for the suppression of that Coolie emigration, conducted in 
so lamentable 2 manner as it was from Macao to Cuba. They would 
continue to urge their representations upon foreign Powers. They 
could not be insensible to the horrors of that traffic which had been 
brought under their notice. He hoped the House would believe that 
Lord Granville, faithful to the traditions he had inherited from Lord 
Clarendon, was as keenly alive as the hon. member for Gravesend to 
those evils, and would do all in his power by friendly communication 
with other Governments which had a voice in the matter, to put a 

to them. In conclusion, he referred to the successful exertions whi 
the present and past Administrations had made in the interests of 
humanity and justice. (Hear, hear.) 

After another unsuccessful attempt to count out the House, the dis- 
cussion was continued by Sir H. VERNEy, who expressed his belief that 
the statements of the hon. member for Gravesend in respect to the 
Chinese Coolie traffic were not at all exaggerated—a traffic more cruel 
than any carried on in slaves from the coast of Africa. These Chinese 
Coolies were a civilised and intelligent race. They were much more 
sensitive than the poor negroes deported from Africa, and there was no 
doubt they were deceived and entrapped into those contracts. He hoped 
that much more stringent representations than had yet been made to 
the Portuguese Government would be addressed to them by Lord Gran- 
ville on that subject. 


Mr. Eastwick thought the Chinese Government had shown that 
they were not indifferent in to that matter by having expressed 
to Mr. Wade their thanks for the course taken by Mr, Watson in Japan 
with reference to the Coolie traffic. The report of the Commissioners 
sent to British Guiana, stating that the planters having made a dear 
bargain with regard to Chinese immigrants, had tried to extricate them- 
selves in not the most creditable manner, showed that even in our own 
colonies, with all the care displayed by the Government, questionable 
proceedings occurred, and that unremitting vigilance was necessary. 
As to Spain and Portugal, the latter an old ally, and with whom any 
hostile feeling was undesirable, their conduct was reprehensible in the 
highest degree. The noble lord very properly used the diplomatic 
expressions of courtesy which must be used by those employed im a te 
sponsible position towards foreign Powers, but he, as an independent mem- 
ber, could imagine nothing worse than their conduct. Porto Rico, indeed, 
was a remarkable exception to the other Spanish colonies, for there 
slavery had been abolished, an unanimous feeling prevailed against immi- 
gration, the existing population was quite equal to the demands of 
labour, large quantities of sugar and tobacco were produced, and there was 
a surplus revenue, which, he was sorry to say, was taken by Spain to carry 
on the war in Cuba. In the latter island the Governor and planters, 
according to the report of a conference reprinted in an official doument 
of the United States, regarded the Chinese Coolie traffic as absolutely 
necessary and requiring to be continued and increased. He agreed with 
the right hon. member for Shoreham that Lord Granville’s despatch 
to Mr. Layard appeared to encourage the idea of importing Coolies 
from British India, but in another despatch Lord Granville re- 
ferred to the scheme as impracticable. Possibly one despatch was 
meant to be shown to the Spanish Government, and the other 
not. It was difficult to know what to do with Governments with 
which we wished to remain on good terms, and which yet were 
determined to carry on this traffic. We might, as indicated by the 
noble lord, act in concert with the United States, which had shown a 
willingness to do anything they could to put down these nefarious 
practices. Influence might also be brought to bear on the Chinese Go- 
vernment at Peking. The warmth shown by the honourable baronet 
(Sir C. Wingfield) in such a matter was only natural, and he hoped the 
Government would continue their efforts. 

Sir G. BaLFour was satisfied with the reply given by the noble lord, 
and begged tha Government not to slacken their efforts in this matter. 
Having considerable acquaintance with Macao, he was afraid he could 
not hold out any hopes that the Government would be able, with entire 
success, to put an end to the kidnapping ; but he suggested that the 
most effectual mode of putting a stop to it would be to encourage the 
free emigration of Coolies to our culonies, whereby both parties would 
be benetited by cheapening, as far as possible, the cost of their convey- 
ance. When once the Cvolies were landed in large numbers in the colo- 
nies, they were quite able to take care of, and provide for, themselves. 

The subject then dropped. 


Rear-ADMINAL the Hon. Arthur Cochrane, C.B., has bees gazetted to 
the command of the Pacific Squadron. He commanded the Viger on 
the China station, where he was wounded, and invalided to England. 
Captain R. O'B. Fitzroy has just been appointed to the Agincow: 
ironclad, as flag-captain of the Channel Squadron. He was emplo: 
as acting-mute in the Sanspareil, 70, Captain R. Maguire, on the Bast 
India and China station, from April, 1858, to June, 1859. 
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The shareholders of the British Australian Tel 
Indian Extension Telegraph, and China Submarine Telegraph 
Companies, having confirmed the resolution for amalgamation, 
the united companies have been registered as the Eastern Ex- 
tension, Aanvalia, and China Telegraph Company. 

The British India Steam Navigation Company have declared 
a dividend for the half-year ended the 14th inst. at the rate of 
8 per cent. per annum, with a bonus of £3 10s. on each fully 
-paid share, equal together to 15 per cent. per annum. 

It has been determined by the Boards of the London and 
Westminster Bank, the London Joint-Stock Bank, the Union 
Bank of London, and the London and County Bank to recom- 
mend to their proprietors at the ensuing half-yearly meetings to 
register their respective banks under the Act of 1862 as un- 
limited companies. The effect of such registration will be to 
confer upon those banks the advantages of a corporation with a 
common seal and the limitation of the liability of shareholders 
to one year after transfer of their shares, instead of three years 
as at present. 

Owing to the advance in the Bank rate to 6 per cent. no im- 
provement has been effected in the Manchester market. The 
engagements of producers enable them to adhere to previous 

uotations, but the demand is weak, and the business transacted 
ta been limited. 

The directors of the Messageries Maritimes Company recom- 
mend a dividend at the rate of 9 per cent. per annum for the 
year 1872. ~ 

The Turkish Commission on the Suez Canal question is pre- 
paring its report, which will shortly be published. This Com- 
mission is not to be confounded with the International Commis- 
sion to which the maritime powers have been requested to send 
representatives. . 

Bar silver has again declined in price. Transactions have 
taken place at 59§d. per oz. standard. Mexican dollars remain 
firm at last quotations. The arrivals have been but small, and the 
price, especially for the new coinage, is likely to be maintained. 

The amount of Bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Lombardy, which left Southampton Thursday, was—in gold, to 
Galle £320 ;* in silver, to Penang, £14,750 ; to Shanghai, £4,020. 
Total in gold, £320 ; in silver, £18,770.

We have still to report a very quiet market, with, however, but little 
if any change in prices during the week. The export demand remains 
much below the usual average at this time of year, whilst the trade only 
buy to supply their immediate wants. The deliveries have been large 
this week, whilst arrivals are now practically at an end for the season, 
and buyers must now supply themselves out of the stocks in importers’ 
hands, which ought to lead to a firmer market. The public sales have 
been smaller than usual, comprising only 5,668 packages, of which 4,755 

were sold without reserve. The deliveries for the week amount 
to 3,389,000 Ibs., against 2,756,000 lbs. last year. 

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds : Siftings and broken-leaf kinds have sold 
slowly at about previous prices. Fair to good common have been steady 
at 11d. to 1s. 04d. per lb. Fair to good Kaisows have sold to a moderate 
extent at former rates. In fine to finest there have been but few tran- 
gactions. Pak Lin kinds have been saleable at the low rates current 
for fine quality. Black-leaf kinds: There has been a fair amount of 
sales mado for Export in low kinds from 7d. to 8d. per Ib. ; fair to good 
common have been dull of sale. The fair medium kinds have sold at 
about 4d. per lb. decline ; good medium has also svuld rather lower ; 
fine have been firm, and finest steady at full prices. New-make Canton 
kinds : Old season’s show no material change; new season’s sold from 
1s.

Green Teas.—The market continues dull, the quantity on offer 
ing above the wants of buyers, and prices rule very irregularly for 
all but fine to finest Moyune kinds.

The landings last week included 900 tons Ceylon and 600 tons other 
British East India, and were larger than for many weeks previously, 
and 350 tons in excess of those in the same week last year. The de- 
liveries maintained the improved scale of the previous week, but were 
200 tons less than last year, and the deficiency in stock is reduced to 
12,000 tons, The quantity of Ceylon Coffee afloat for Great Britain is 
estimated as follows :—Plantation, 252,616 cwt., against 193,616 cwt. 
at the corresponding date of 1872; Native, 33,696 cwt., against 36,901 
cwt. The quantity of Coffee landed in the twenty weeks ended May 17, 
1873, was, of Ceylon, 11,930 tons, against 12,153 tons during the corres- 
ponding period of 1872 ; of all descriptions, 20,388 tons, against 20,366 
tons. The quantity entered for home consumption was, of Ceylon, 4,044 
tons, against 3,470 tons ; of all descriptions, 6,735 tons, against 6,414 
tons. The quantity exported was, of Ceylon, 9,674 tons, against 5,945 
tons ; of all descriptions, 15,134 tons, against 13,527 tons. The stock 
on May 17, was, of Ceylon, 2,463 tons, against 11,869 tons ; of all des- 
criptions, 8,310 tons, against 20,349, 

SUGAR. 

A steady demand for refining qualities of West India has prevailed, 
which has resulted in sales of fair extent at last week’s rates. All other 
kinds are dull of sale, even at the recent depression, and are almost en- 
tirely neglected. The following have been the only sales of East India 
descriptions during the week :—Penany : In auction 3,209 bags Date 
(duty 2s.) were bought in at 19s., but have since been sold at 18s. 6d. 
to 19s. A subsequent offer of 1,133 baskets 21 bags Date (duty 2s.) was 
bought in at 19s. China: An offer of 1,165 bags brown Date China 
(duty 2s.) was bought in at 198, Saigon: In auction of 66 cases 1,691 
bags Saigon low heavy brown 350 bags sold at 178. 6d. Manila: 
No offers made in public sale, and no business done, either publicly or 
privately. 

The landings last week were again heavy, the bulk comprising British 
West India (4,200 tons), the remainder chiefly Mauritius, Manila and 
Beet, and tho total exceeded that of the previous year by as much as 
4,200 tons. The deliveries, as anticipated, were large, and 2,500 tons 
in excess of the small amount in 1872, and the stock shows an increased 
surplus of 37,400 tons. The quantity of Sugar landed in the twenty weeks 
ended May 17, 1873, was, of Penang, 1,420 tons, against 1,366 tons in 
the corresponding period of 1872; of Manila, Java, and China, 13,242 
tons, against 10,870 tons ; the quantity entered for home consumption 
was, of Penang, 1,377 tons, against 1,063 tons; of Manila, Java, and 
China, 9,899 tons, against 11,616 tons. The quantity exported was, of 
Penang, 96 tons, against 8 tons ; of Manila, Java, and China, 368 tons, 
against 899 tons. The stock on May 17, was, of Penang, 2,280 tons, 
against 752 tons; of Manila, Java, and China, 25,836 tons, against 
10,423 tons. Total stock May 10, 66,341 tons, against 30,583 tons ; 
May 17, 68,020 tons, against 30,611 tons.
